THE  COLLEGE    YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1898-99  begins  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 19,  1898,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  22,  1899,  and  is 
divided  into  three  terms  with  two  intermissions  of  about  ten 
days  each  at  Christmas  and  in  the  Spring.  Students  should 
present  themselves  promptly  for  registration  on  the  dates 
fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar.  Permits  for  late 
registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent 
reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First- Year  Class.  Applicants  for 
admission  to  the  first  year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a 
previous  education  at  least  equivalent  to  a  high  school 
course.1  The  educational  requirement  may  be  satisfied  by 
the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  examinations,  as 
follows  : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the

presentation  of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 

(z)  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students 
who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily 
completed  one  year  of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of 
approved  standing. 

(2)  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  ap- 
proved standing  in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or, 
if  less  than  four  years,  including  the  examination  subjects 
required  for  admission  to  the  College,  or  their  substantial 
equivalents. 

( j)  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty- 
count  academic  certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State 
of  New  York. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate 
issued  by  a  public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must 
be  sent  in  advance  to  the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the 
Principal  of  the  school  issuing  the  diploma  and  not  by  the 
candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  full  and 
specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of  study,  the 
time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered 
in  each  subject.  Where  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by 
the  school  this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application. 
Blank  forms  of  certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 
B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if 
candidates  for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  following  subjects  : 

(/)  English,  (a)  Answers  to  questions  upon  the  fol- 
lowing books  :  Milton,  Paradise  Lost,  Books  i  and  ii  ;  Pope, 
Iliad,  Books  i  and  xxii ;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  Papers  m 
the  Spectator  ;  Goldsmith,  The  Vicar  of  Wakefield  ;  Cole- 
ridge, The  Ancient  Mariner  ;  Southey,  Life  of  Nelson  ; 
Carlyle,  Essay  on  Burns  ;  Lowell,  The  Vision  of  Sir  Laun- 
fal  ;  Hawthorne,  The  House  of  the  Seven  Gables,  (b) 
Three  essays  (250  words  each)  upon  subjects  taken  from  the 
following  books  :  Shakespeare,  Macbeth  ;  Burke,  Concilia- 
tion with  America  ;  De  Quincey,  Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe  ; 
Tennyson,  The  Princess.  [The  above  list  is  for  the  year 
1898.  The  lists  for  1899  and  1900  will  be  found  in  the  Uni- 
versity Register  for  1897-98,  pages  29-30.] 

O)     Geography,  political  and  physical.     As  much  as  is 
contained  in    the   larger  school  geographies,  though  more 
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careful  treatises  such  as  those  of  Longmans  and  of  Keith 
Johnston  are  recommended. 

(3)  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  The  equivalent  of  Mar- 
tin's "The  Human  Body"  (briefer  course),  and  of  Wilder' s 
"Health  Notes"  and  "Emergencies." 

{4)  History.  Two  of  the  four  following  subjects  must 
be  offered  :  (a)  The  History  of  Greece  to  the  death  of 
Alexander,  with  due  reference  to  Greek  life,  literature,  and 
art  ;  (b)  The  History  of  Rome  to  the  accession  of  Commo- 
dus,  with  due  reference  to  literature  and  government  ;  (c) 
English  History,  with  due  reference  to  social  and  political 
development  ;  (d)  American  History,  with  the  elements  of 
Civil  Government.  [See  for  further  explanation  of  these 
subjects  the  University  Register,  1897-98,  p.  31.] 

(5  )  Mathematics,  (a)  Plane  Geometry  ;  (b)  Elemen- 
tary Algebra.  As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger 
American  and  English  text-books.  [See  Universit}^  Regis- 
ter, 1897-98,  p.  32]. 

(6)  La?iguages.  One  of  the  following  groups  :  (a) 
Greek  and  Latin  ;  {b)  Latin  and  Advanced  French  ^Ad- 
vanced German  ;  (e)  Advanced  French,  Advanced  German 
and  Advanced  Mathematics. 

Greek  and  Latin  :  ( 1 )  In  Greek  :  The  grammar,  in- 
cluding translation  into  Greek,  based  on  Xenophon's  Ana- 
basis, Books  I  and  II  ;  Attic  prose  at  sight  ;  Homer,  Iliad, 
Book  I  and  Book  II,  vv.  1-493.  (2)  In  Latin  :  Vergil,  six 
books  of  the  iEneid,  with  the  prosody  :  Cicero,  six  orations, 
including  the  four  against  Cataline  :  translation  at  sight, 
selected  from  Nepos  or  Caesar  ;  Latin  composition  based  on 
Bennett's  or  Jones's  Latin  Composition. 

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  trans- 
lation into  French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or 
German.  No  special  authors  are  designated.  About  1000 
duodecimo  pages  of  French  and  700  of  German,  from  clas- 
sical and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be  read  by  the 
candidate. 

Advanced  Mathematics :  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced 
Algebra,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is 
contained  in  the  standard  American  and  English  text-books. 

[For  details  as  to  the  subjects  in  group  6  see  University 
Register,  1897-98,  pp.  33-35.] 
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Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for 
admission  to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  Junior 
(second-year)  class  must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age, 
must  meet  the  educational  requirement  specified  above  for 
admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year,  or  offer 
satisfactory  certificates  of  the  completion  of  such  work  in 
another  law  school  whose  entrance  requirements  are  equal 
to  those  of  this  college  and  whose  course  of  study  requires 
three  years  for  its  completion.  Certificates  of  law  work 
must  specify  the  number  of  class-room  hours  given  to  each 
subject  and  the  text-books  used,  and  must  be  forwarded 
directly  from  an  officer  of  the  school  issuing  the  certificate 
to  the  Secretary  of  this  College. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are 
twenty  years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty, 
be  admitted  to  the  college  without  examination  as  special  stu- 
dents, not  candidates  for  a  degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as 
they  desire,  subject  to  the  permission  of  the  prof essors  whose 
subj  ects  are  selected .  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only  upon 
written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the 
amount  of  preparatory  study  or  of  previous  law  study,  and 
accompanied  if  practicable  by  certificates  from  the  prepara- 
tory school,  law  school  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction 
such  studies  have  been  pursued.  Applicants  are  advised  to 
correspond  with  the  Secretary  of  the  College  before  present- 
ing themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  remain  in  the  college 
special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  work  (equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a 
day).  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for 
a  degree  if  they  pass  the  required  entrance  examinations 
before  the  beginning  of  their  second  }rear  in  the  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  Academic  Depart* 
ment.  Juniors  and  seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  Academic 
Department  of  the  university  are  allowed,  with  permission 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Law  in  each  case,  to  elect 
studies  in  the  College  of  Law  which  shall  count  toward  gradu- 
ation both  in  the  academic  course  and  in  the  College  ;  but 
the  sum  total  of  hours  so  elected  cannot  exceed  the  number 
required  for  one  year's  work  in  the  College  of  Law,  or  exceed 
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nine  hours  per  week  in  any  term.     Under  this  provision  a 
student  may  complete  a  general  course  of  university  study 
1  the  law  course  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Exam- 
inations are  held  only  at  the  University  in  Ithaca.  The 
entrance  examinations  are  held  in  June  and  September,  but 
examinations  for  advanced  standing  in  law  subjects  are  held 
only  in  September.  The  entrance  examinations  for  1898 
begin  on  Friday,  June  10,  and  on  Tuesday,  September  13,  and 
continue  for  five  days.  The  examinations  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  19 
and  20,  as  follows  :  September  19,  9  a.  m.,  Contract ;  3  p.  m., 
Torts  ;  September  20,  9  A.  m.,  Criminal  Law  ;  2  p.  m.,  Prop- 
erty ;  4  p.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  may 
also  be  taken  b}-  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  subjects 
during  the  preceding  year. 

Candidates  for  admission  upon  examination  must  apply 
at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill 
Hall  for  permits.  Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma 
or  certificate  should  mail  their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for 
examination  before  registration  day.  Students  whose  cer- 
tificates or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should  register  on 
Wednesday,  September  21,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar, 
and  should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  College  in  Boardman  Hall. 

Suggestions  to  New  York  Students.  It  is  desirable 
that  applicants  who  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  New  York 
bar,  and  who  are  not  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities 
registered  with  the  Regents  of  the  State  as  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  standard,  should  procure  the  Regents'  "law  stu- 
dent certificate"  in  order  to  comply  with  the  rules  governing 
admission  to  the  bar  of  the  State.  [See  Appendix  C] 
COURSE    OF   INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years 
of  nine  months  each.1    The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford 


1  "Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  approves  the

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a  thorough  training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo- 
American  law,  both  the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of 
procedure.  Instruction  is  carried  on  by  the  study  of  selected 
cases,  text-books,  and  syllabi,  by  lectures  and  exposition, 
and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition  to  the  courses 
given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each 
year  for  courses  of  lectures  by   eminent  specialists  in  the 

profession.

Examinations 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term.  The  continuance 
of  a  student  in  the  college  is  dependent  upon  the  manner  in  which 
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he  passes  such  examinations.  Furthermore  the  Faculty  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  drop  a  student  from  the  rolls  at  any  time  in  the  year  on  becom- 
ing satisfied  that  he  is  neglecting  his  work. 

College  Court 

The  College  Court  consists  of  the  Faculty  Division,  an  Appellate 
Divison  selected  from  the  senior  class,  and  a  Senior  Division,  Junior 
Di vision  and  First  Year  Division.  The  First  Year  Division  argues 
hypothetical  cases  in  the  class-room.  The  Junior  and  Senior  divisions 
are  divided  into  Club  Courts  for  the  argument  of  causes.  Appeals  lie 
from  the  Club  Courts  to  the  Appellate  Division  and  from  the  Appel- 
late Division,  in  certain  cases,  to  the  Faculty  Division.  All  students 
are  required  to  take  part  in  these  courts. 

Summer  Law  School  Course.  A  summer  term  of  six 
weeks  is  conducted  by  the  resident  Faculty  of  the  College, 
but  the  work  of  this  term  cannot  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the 
regular  course  leading  to  a  degree.  For  a  description  of 
these  courses  see  Appendix  B. 

Courses  in  the  Academic  Department.  Students  in 
the  College  of  Law  may,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  College  of  Law  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Academic 
Faculty  of  the  University  in  each  case,  elect  courses  in  the 
President  White  School  of  History  and  Political  Science, 
the  Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory,  or  other  depart- 
ments, without  the  payment  of  any  extra  fee. 

Some  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  universities  or 
colleges,  prefer  to  take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  the 
law  course,  giving  ten  or  twelve  class-room  hours  each  week 
to  law  studies  and  five  or  more  to  studies  in  the  other  depart- 
ments. This  arrangement  is  encouraged  by  the  Law  Faculty 
who  are  always  ready  to  advise  such  students  in  the  selection 
of  non-professional  courses. 

President  White  School  of  History  and  Political  Science. 
The  President  White  School  of  History  and  Political  Sci- 
ence offers  over  sixty  courses  in  the  following  departments  : 
(i)  Ancient  and  Mediaeval  History  ;  (2)  Modern  European 
History;  (3)  American  History;  (4)  Politics;  (5)  Social 
Science  and  Statistics  :  (6)  Political  Economy  and  Finance. 
A  full  account  of  the  courses  will  be  found  in  the  University 
Register  for  1897-98  at  pp.  101-113. 

Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory.  The  Department 
of  Elocution  and  Oratory  offers  excellent  advantages  to  law 
students  for  training  in  public  speaking.     Special  classes 
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are  formed  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  who 
desire  to  elect  the  course  in  Public  Speaking.  The  Faculty 
of  the  College  strongly  recommend  that  students  take  at 
least  one  course  of  work  in  this  department.  A  description 
of  the  courses  will  be  found  in  the  University  Register  for 
1897-98  at  pp.  91-94.  The  following  are  the  courses  offered 
to  law  students:  (1)  Public  Speaking;  (2)  Oratory;  (3) 
Argumentation  ;   (4)  Extempore  Speaking. 

Department  of  Physical  Culture.  The  Department  of 
Physical  Culture  is  also  open  to  law  students.  There  is  a 
large  and  well  equipped  gymnasium  and  armory,  supplied 
with  gymnastic  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers,  baths, 
lavatories,  etc.  An  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten  acres, 
known  as  Percy  Field,  is  used  for  outdoor  games  and  con- 
tests. 

Genei'al  Library.  The  University  library  containing 
over  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  volumes  and  thirty 
thousand  pamphlets  is  accessible  to  law  students  in  the  same 
way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly 
opposite  the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three- 
story  structure,  202  by  58  feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone 
with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  practically  fire-proof.  On 
the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture  rooms  and  neces- 
sary cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
several  resident  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club 
courts.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms,  with  accom- 
modations for  thirty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred 
readers. 

The  Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law 
numbers  twenty-six  thousand  volumes.  It  includes  the 
well  known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Boardman  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to 
Judge  Douglass  Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College. 
This  addition  of  the  Moak  collection  to  the  law7  library 
makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually  adequate  to  the 
needs   of    undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  connection 
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with  the  University  library,  which  contains  over  one  hundred 
and  sixty  thousand  volumes,  affords  extensive  opportunity 
for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of 
the  federal  courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  state 
jurisdictions,  and  in  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  Canadian 
reports,  the  law  library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The 
other  English  speaking  countries  are  largely  represented. 
The  library  also  possesses  a  full  complement  of  text-books 
and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  all  the  leading  law  period- 
icals in  English. 

GRADUATlOiN   FROM  THE   COLLEGE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (L,L,.B.)  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work 
of  the  undergraduate  course.  This  course  requires  three 
years  for  its  completion,  and  no  student  is  allowed  to  gradu- 
ate except  after  three  years  of  actual  residence  (unless  in 
case  of  admission  to  advanced  standing)  without  special 
permission  of  the  Faculty.  No  student  is  allowed  to  grad- 
uate unless  he  has  been  in  residence  at  least  one  year. 

Certificates  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been 
in  regular  attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to 
a  degree  or  not,  ma}',  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive 
an  official  certificate  of  attendance,  which  states  the  time  of 
his  attendance  and,  if  desired,  the  degree  of  his  attainments. 
Time  certificates  required  for  admission  to  the  bar  examina- 
tions in  the  State  of  New  York  will  not  be  issued  unless  the 
applicant  has  taken  at  least  nine  hours  of  law  work  each 
week  during  the  time  for  which  such  certificate  is  asked  to 
be  issued.  If  less  than  nine  hours  a  week  be  taken,  certifi- 
cates will  be  issued  specifying  the  hours  and  subjects  taken. 

SCHOLARSHIPS    AND    PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Uni- 
versity charter  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
is  empowered  to  award  annually  as  many  free  scholarships 
in  Cornell  University  as  equal  the  number  of  assembly  dis- 
tricts in  the  State.  This  number  is  at  present  one  hundred 
and  fifty .  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free  tuition 
for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in  certain 
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cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  at  Albany. 

Law  Thesis  Prize.  A  fund  of  two  thousand  dollars 
has  been  given  by  a  friend  of  the  College,  the  income  of 
which  is  devoted  each  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Law 
Faculty,  either  for  prizes  for  graduating  theses,  or  for  print- 
ing theses  of  special  merit,  or  for  both  such  purposes.  The 
way  in  which  the  income  is  to  be  applied  is  determined  each 
year  upon  presentation  of  theses.  All  theses  submitted  for 
this  prize  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before 
May  1  st. 

University  Prizes. —  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize 
established  by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a 
gold  medal  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  is  given 
annually  for  the  best  English  oration,  both  matter  and  man- 
ner being  taken  into  account.  Any  member  of  the  grad- 
uating class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor  pro- 
vided he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  Uni- 
versity Register,  1897-98,  pp.  49~5°- 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the 
University  Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  is 
awarded  annually  in  May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate 
for  graduation  the  following  year  is  eligible  to  compete 
unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree.  See  University  Reg- 
ister, 1897-98,  pp.  50-51. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the 
University  Class  of  '  94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence 
in  debate.  Any  undergraduate  in  the  University  may  com- 
pete for  this  prize.  For  rules  governing  the  contest  see  the 
Cornell  University  Register  for  1897-98,  pp.  51-52. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students, 
except  special  and  optional  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable 
as  follows  :  $40  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  ;  $35  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  term  ;  and  $25  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  third  term.  The  fee  for  special  and  optional 
students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  as  follows  :  $50  at 
the  beginning  of  the  first  term  ;  $40  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  term  ;  and  $35  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  term. 
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These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degrees, 
etc.,  is  charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate 
degree.  This  fee  must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before 
Commencement . 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  scholarships. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the 
yearty  expenses  :

Room,  board,  lights,  fuel,  and  laundry 160  to    325 

Text-books 40  to      50 

Total $300  to  $500 

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely 
upon  his  personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an 
estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room, 
fuel,  and  lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation 
of  clubs,  students  often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

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APPENDIX  B 

THE   SUMMER    SCHOOL  OF   LAW 


A  summer  term  is  conducted  by  members  of  the  regular  instructing 
force  of  the  College.  In  1898,  it  will  open  Tuesday,  July  5,  and  con- 
tinue for  six  weeks.  The  adequate  equipment  of  the  College,  and  the 
favorable  location  of  the  University  make  the  place  an  attractive  one 
for  the  study  of  law  during  the  summer  months.  The  courses  offered 
are  open  to  all  persons  who  may  wish  to  take  advantage  of  them, 
but  they  are  conducted  with  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  following 
classes  of  students  :  first,  those  who  desire  an  opportunity  for  a  com- 
prehensive review,  preparatory  to  an  application  for  admission  to  the 
bar ;  second,  those  who  wish,  before  entering  on  a  regular  law-school 
course,  to  obtain  some  general  notions  of  the  law  and  to  become  familiar 
with  law-school  methods  ;  third,  those  who  are  unable  to  spend  more 
than  a  single  term  at  a  law  school.  It  is  thought  also  that  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  may  be  of  advantage  to  students  in  this  and  other  law 
schools  who  desire  to  spend  a  part  of  the  vacation  in  regular  and  sys- 
tematic study,  and  to  business  men.  No  preliminary  examination  for 
admission  is  exacted. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  :  1.  Contract.  2.  Torts.  3.  Crimes. 
4.  Real  Property.  5.  Equity.  6.  Wills.  7.  Evidence.  8.  Corporations. 
9.  Civil  Procedure. 

The  regular  class-room  work  is  eighteen  hours  a  week  with  such 
additional  special  work  as  may  be  arranged. 

The  large  and  carefully  selected  library  of  the  College  is  open 
daily  throughout  the  term  for  the  use  of  the  students.  They  will  also 
be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  general  library  of  the  University. 

Tuition  $35.00,  payable  in  advance.  This  is  the  only  regular  fee 
charged,  and  entitles  the  student  to  instruction  in  all  the  above  courses 
and  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  school  for  the  term. 

Special  classes  will  be  formed  in  other  subjects  if  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  students  make  application  for  any  one  course.  For  such  extra 
subjects  an  additional  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  for  twelve  lectures.

The  rules  and  other  details  of  the  regents'  examinations  are  given 
in  the  Examination  Hand-book  which  may  be  obtained  on  application 
to  Secretary  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners,  with  dates  of 
holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  F.  M. 
Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-2  Benson  Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen  years 
of  age  cannot  be  counted  toward  making  up  the  period  of  law  study 
required  as  a  condition  of  entering  an  examination  for  admission  to 
the  bar.  The  evidence  of  preliminary  general  education  required,  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  regents'  law  student 
certificate. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a )  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (b)  for  three  years  altogether,  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
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Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months,  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation,  spent  in  the  actual  sen- ice  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  State,  no  part  of  wThich  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of  law 
study. 

But  a  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  the  entire  twelve  months 
must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of  law  study 
in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  ( i )  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  by  the  sendee  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted 
toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer 
require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

L,aw  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the  date 
of  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  attorney's  certifi- 
cate of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No  papers 
need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law  school 
attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  cannot 
count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more  than  one 
year  before  the  completion  of  the  regents'  examinations  for  the 
regents'  law  student  certificate.

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THE    COLLEGE   YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1 899-1 900  begins  Monday,  September  25,  1S99, 
and  closes  Thursday,  June  21,  1900,  and  is  divided  into  three  terms 
with  two  intermissions  of  about  ten  days  each  at  Christmas  and  in  the 
Spring.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly  for  registration 
on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar.  Permits  for  late 
registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent  reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First- Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.1  The  educational  require- 
ment may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  exam- 
inations, as  follows  : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 


1  "Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  before 
a  student  commences  the  study  of  Law,  it  is  desirable  that  he  should  have  received 
a  general  education  at  least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course,  and  that  persons 
who  have  not  completed  the  equivalent  of  such  a  course  should  not  be  admitted 
into  law  schools  as  candidates  for  a  degree."  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association  for  1897,  p.  33. 
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( i )  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

( 2 )  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents. 

( 3 )  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty-count  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  issuing  the 
diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accompanied 
by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of  study, 
the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered  in  each 
subject.  Where  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school  this 
should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of  certificate 
may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if  candi- 
dates for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
the  following  subjects  : 

( 1 )  English.  ( a  )  Answers  to  questions  upon  the  following  books  : 
Dryden,  Palamon  and  Arcite  ;  Pope,  Iliad,  Books  i,  vi,  xxii,  xxiv  ; 
The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  Papers  in  the  Spectator  ;  Goldsmith,  The 
Vicar  of  Wakefield  ;  Coleridge,  The  Ancient  Mariner  ;  De  Quiucev, 
The  Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe  ;  Cooper,  The  Last  of  the  Mohicans  ; 
Lowell,  The  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal  ;  Hawthorne,  The  House  of  the 
Seven  Gables,  (b)  Three  essays  (250  words  each)  upon  subjects  taken 
from  the  following  books  :  Shakespeare,  Macbeth  ;  Milton,  Paradise 
Lost,  Books  i  and  ii  ;  Burke,  Conciliation  with  America  ;  Carlyle, 
Essay  on  Burns.  [The  above  list  is  for  the  year  1899.  The  lists  for 
1900  and  1901  will  be  found  in  the  University  Register  for  1898-99, 
Page  34]. 

(2)  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  The  equivalent  of  Martin's  ' 'The 
Human  Body"  (briefer  course),  and  of  Wilder's  "Health  Notes"  and 
"  Emergencies.' ' 

(3)  History.  Two  of  the  four  following  subjects  must  be  offered  : 
(a)    The  History  of  Greece  to  the  death  of  Alexander,  with  due  refer- 
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ence  to  Greek  life,  literature,  and  art  ;  (6)  the  History  of  Rome  to 
the  accession  of  Commodus,  with  due  reference  to  literature  and  gov- 
ernment ;  (e)  English  History,  with  due  reference  to  social  and  polit- 
ical development;  (d)  American  History  with  the  elements  of  Civil 
Government.  [See  for  further  explanation  of  these  subjects  the 
University  Register,  1898-99,  pp.  35  and  36]. 

(4)  Mathematics,  {a)  Plane  Geometry  ;( b)  Elementary  Algebra. 
As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  American  and  English 
text-books.      [See  University  Register,  1898-99,  pp.  36  and  37.] 

(5)  Languages.  One.  of  the  following  groups:  (a)  Greek  and 
Latin  ;  (d)  Latin  and  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German  ;  (e) 
Advanced  French,  Advanced  German  and  Advanced  Mathematics,  or 
as  an  alternative  to  Advanced  Mathematics,  one  of  the  following 
Sciences, — Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Geology,  Zoology. 

Greek  and  Latin  :  ( 1 )  in  Greek  :  The  grammar,  including  trans- 
lation into  Greek,  based  on  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  Books  I  and  II  ; 
Attic  prose  at  sight  ;  Horner,  Iliad,  Book  I  and  Book  II,  vv.  1-493. 
(2)  In  Latin  :  Vergil,  six  books  of  the  .Eneid,  with  the  prosody; 
Cicero,  six  orations,  including  the  four  against  Cataline  ;  translation 
at  sight,  selected  from  Nepos  or  Caesar  ;  Latin  composition  based  on 
Bennett's  or  Jones's  Latin  Composition. 

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  translation  into 
French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or  German.  No  special 
authors  are  designated.  About  1,000  duodecimo  pages  of  French  and 
700  of  German,  from  classical  and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be 
read  by  the  candidate. 

Advanced  Mathematics  :  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced  Algebra, 
Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  the 
standard  American  and  English  text-books. 

[For  details  as  to  the  subjects  in  group  5  see  LTuiversity  Register, 
1898-99,  pp.  37-44]. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  Junior  (second-year)  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first 
year,  or  offer  satisfactory  certificates  of  the  completion  of  such  work 
in  another  law  school  whose  entrance  requirements  are  equal  to  those 
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of  this  college  and  whose  course  of  study  requires  three  years  for  its. 
completion.  Certificates  of  law  work  must  specify  the  number  of 
class-room  hours  given  to  each  subject  and  the  text-books  used,  and 
must  be  forwarded  directly  from  an  officer  of  the  school  issuing  the 
certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  this  College. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
college  without  examination  as  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a 
degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as  they  desire,  subject  to  the  permis- 
sion of  the  professors  whose  subjects  are  selected.  This  privilege  will 
be  granted  only  upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  ap- 
plicant, the  amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study,  and 
accompanied  if  practicable  by  certificates  from  the  preparatory  school, 
law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies  have  been 
pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as  special  students 
unless  they  present  a  Regent's  law  student  certificate.  Applicants  are 
advised  to  correspond  with  the  Secretary  of  the  College  before  pre- 
senting themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  remain  in  the  college 
special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  at  least  ten, 
hours  of  work  (equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a  day).  Special  stu- 
dents may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree  if  they  pass  the 
required  entrance  examinations  before  the  beginning  of  their  second 
year  in  the  College. 

Admission  of    Students   from   the   Academic   Department. 

Juniors  and  seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  Academic  Department  of 
the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Law 
in  each  case,  to  elect  studies  in  the  College  of  Law  which  shall  count 
toward  graduation  both  in  the  academic  course  and  in  the  College  ; 
but  the  sum  total  of  hours  so  elected  cannot  exceed  the  number 
required  for  one  year's  work  in  the  College  of  Law,  or  exceed  nine 
hours  per  week  in  any  term.  Under  this  provision  a  student  may 
complete  a  general  course  of  university  study  and  the  law  course'  in 
six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Examinations 
are  held  only  at  the  University  in  Ithaca.  The  entrance  examinations 
are  held  in  June  and  September,  but  examinations  for  advanced 
standing  in  law  subjects  are  held  only  in  September.  The  entrance 
examinations   for    1899   begin    on    Friday,  June  16,  and  on  Tuesday, 
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September  19,  and  continue  for  five  days.  The  examinations  for 
advanced  standing  are  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  25 
and  26  as  follows  :  September  25,  9  a.  m.,  Contract  ;  3  p.  m.,  Torts  ; 
September  26,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law  ;  2  p.  m.,  Property  ;  4  p.  m., 
Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  may  also  be  taken  by  students 
conditioned  in  any  of  the  subjects  during  the  preceding  year. 

Candidates  for  admission  upon  examination  must  apply  for  per- 
mits at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 
Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail  their 
papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Wednesday,  September  27,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar, 
and  should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  College  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

Suggestions  to  New  York  Students.  It  is  desirable  that  ap- 
plicants who  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar,  and  who  are 
not  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities  registered  with  the  Regents 
of  the  State  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard,  should  procure  the 
Regents'  "law  student  certificate"  in  order  to  comply  with  the  rules 
governing  admission  to  the  bar  of  the  State.  [See  Appendix  B.]  In- 
quiries as  to  this  certificate  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Regents,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.1  The  object  of  the  college  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried 
on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  syllabi,  by  lectures 
and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each  year 
for  courses  of  lectures  by  eminent  specialists  in  the  profession. 


"Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  approves  the  lengthening  of 
the  course  of  instruction  in  law  schools  to  a  period  of  three  years,  and  that  it 
expresses  the  hope  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  rule  may  be  adopted  in  each 
State,  which  will  require  candidates  for  admission  to  the  bar  to  study  law  for 
three  years  before  applying  for  admission."

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term.  The  continuance 
of  a  student  in  the  college  is  dependent  upon  the  manner  in  which 
he  passes  such  examinations.  Furthermore  the  Faculty  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  drop  a  student  from  the  rolls  at  any  time  in  the  year  on  becom- 
ing satisfied  that  he  is  neglecting  his  work. 

COLLEGE    COURT 

The  College  Court  consists  of  the  Faculty  Division,  an  Appellate 
Division  selected  from  the  senior  class,  and  a  Senior  Division,  Junior 
Division  and  First  Year  Division.  The  First  Year  Division  argues 
hypothetical  cases  in  the  class-room.  The  Junior  and  Senior  divisions 
are  divided  into  Club  Courts  for  the  argument  of  causes.  Appeals  lie 
from  the  Club  Courts  to  the  Appellate  Division  and  from  the  Appellate 
Division,  in  certain  cases,  to  the  Faculty  Division.  All  students  are 
required  to  take  part  in  these  courts. 

CIVIL    PROCEDURE 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  entire  course  in  civil  procedure  is 
to  equip  the  student  for  the  direct  practical  application  of  his  knowl- 
edge of  substantive  law  ;  to  give  him,  so  far  as  is  possible  under  the 
differing  conditions,  the  same  actual  work  which  is,  or  may  be, 
given  in  an  attorney's  office  ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  enable  him  to 
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gain  that  conception  and  knowledge  of  procedure  as  a  system,  and  its 
relation  to  substantive  law,  which  are  not  usually  obtained  in  such  an 
office. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose,  instruction  and  practical  work  pro- 
ceed together.  The  preparation  of  pleadings,  motion  papers,  peti- 
tions, etc.,  in  an  action  or  special  proceeding  under  consideration,  is 
not  only  required  ;  but  papers  showing  marked  defects  are  discussed 
in  the  class  room  ;  criticisms  asked  for  ;  defects  pointed  out ;  and  the 
essentials  of  a  proper  pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  stated.  The 
official  court  rules  are  strictly  complied  with,  when  possible,  and  the 
various  steps  in  an  action  or  special  proceeding  are  taken  in  the  same 
way  and  in  the  same  order,  as  if  taken  in  actual  practice. 

Courses  in  the  Academic  Department.  Students  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Law  may,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of 
Law  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  the  University 
in  each  case,  elect  courses  in  the  Academic  Department,  without  the 
payment  of  any  extra  fee. 

Some  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  universities  or  colleges, 
prefer  to  take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  the  law  course,  giving 
ten  or  twelve  class-room  hours  each  week  to  law  studies  and  five  or 
more  to  studies  in  the  other  departments.  The  Law  Faculty  are  always 
ready  to  advise  such  students  in  the  selection  of  non-professional 
courses. 

In  the  Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are 
formed  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire  to 
elect  the  course  in  Public  Speaking.  A  description  of  the  courses  will 
be  found  in  the  University  Register  for  1898-99  at  pp.  102-105.  The 
following  are  the  courses  offered  to  law  students  :  ( 1 )  Public  Speak- 
ing ;  (2)  Oratory  ;  (3)  Argumentation  ;   (4)  Extempore  Speaking. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58  feet, 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  practi- 
cally fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture  rooms 
and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts.  On  the 
third  floor  are  the  library  rooms,  with  accommodations  for  thirty 
thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers  27,500 
volumes.     It  includes  the  well  known  librarv  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C. 
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Moak  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Boardman  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge 
Douglass  Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  This  addition  of 
the  Moak  collection  to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  onlv 
unusually  adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also, 
in  connection  with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  oppor- 
tunity for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the 
Federal  courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  state  jurisdictions,  and 
in  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  Canadian  reports,  the  law  librarv  is 
practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking  countries 
are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full  complement 
of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  all  the  leading  law 
periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  over  195,000 
volumes  and  35,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students  in  the 
same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It  is 
large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers,  baths, 
lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten  acres, 
known  as  Percy  Field,  is  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endowment 
of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean  Sage  and 
William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all  modern  appli- 
ances for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron  and  trained 
nurses,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

GRADUATION   FROM   THE    COLLEGE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B. )  is  conferred  upon  all 
students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the  under- 
graduate course.  This  course  requires  three  years  for  its  completion, 
and  no  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three  years  of  actual 
residence  (  unless  in  case  of  admission  to  advanced  standing )  without 
special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate 
unless  he  has  been  in  residence  at  least  one  year. 

Certificates  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  regular 
attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or  not,  may, 
on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate  of  attend- 
ance, which    states    the   time   of  his   attendance   and,  if  desired,  the 
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decree  of  his  attainments.  Time  certificates  required  for  admission  to 
the  bar  examinations  in  the  State  of  New  York  will  not  be  issued 
unless  the  applicant  has  taken  at  least  nine  hours  of  law  work  each 
week  during  the  time  for  which  such  certificate  is  asked  to  be  issued. 
If  less  than  nine  hours  a  week  be  taken,  certificates  w7ill  be  issued 
specifying  the  hours  and  subjects  taken. 

SCHOLARSHIPS    AND    PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University  char- 
ter the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  empowered  to 
award  annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as 
equal  the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is 
at  present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the 
holder  to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six 
years  in  certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Albany. 

Law  Thesis  Prize.  A  fund  of  two  thousand  dollars  has  been 
given  by  a  friend  of  the  College,  the  income  of  which  is  devoted  each 
year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Law  Faculty,  either  for  prizes  for 
theses  by  members  of  the  senior  class,  or  for  printing  theses  of  special 
merit,  or  for  both  such  purposes.  The  way  in  which  the  income  is  to 
be  applied  is  determined  each  year  upon  presentation  of  theses.  All 
theses  submitted  for  this  prize  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  on 
or  before  May  1st. 

University  Prizes. —  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L,.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  compet- 
itor provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University 
Register,  1898-99,  pp.  60-61. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  hy  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree.  See 
University  Register,  189S-99,  pp.  61-62. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.     Any  un- 
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dergraduate  in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For  rules 
governing  the  contest,  see  the  University  Register  for  1898-99,  pp. 
62-63. 

FEES  AND   EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  and  optional  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable  as  follows  : 
$40  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  ;  $35  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  term  ;  and  $25  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  term.  The  fee 
for  special  and  optional  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  as  fol- 
lows :  $50  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  ;  $40  at  the  beginning  of 
the  second  term  ;  and  $35  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  #5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degrees,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  Commencement. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  scholarships. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses :

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel,  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $  10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

Time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen 
years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  toward  making  up  the  period  of  law 
study  required  as  a  condition  of  entering  an  examination  for  admission 
to  the  bar.  The  evidence  of  preliminary  general  education  required, 
is  either  ( 1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regent's  law  student 
certificate. 
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A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (b)  for  three  years  altogether,  before  he  can  be 
admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation,  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
lawT  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of  law 
study. 

But  a  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  can- 
not be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the 
year  may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  the  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  (1)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  by  the  service  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  lawr  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted  toward 
making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer  require 
any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examinations  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate.

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THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1 900-1901  begins  Monday,  September  24, 
1900,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  20,  1901,  and  is  divided  into  two  terms 
with  two  intermissions  of  about  ten  days  each  at  Christmas  and  at 
Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly  for  registration 
on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar.  Permits  for  late 
registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent  reasons. 

ADMISSION   TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First- Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.1  The  educational  require- 
ment may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  exam- 
inations, as  follows  : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate:.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 


x  Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  before  a 
student  commences  the  study  of  Law,  it  is  desirable  that  he  should  have  received 
a  general  education  at  least  equivalent  to.  a  high  school  course,  and  that  persons 
who  have  not  completed  the  equivalent  of  such  a  course  should  not  be  admitted 
into  law  schools  as  candidates  for  a  degree."  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association  for  i8gy,  p.  33. 
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(i )  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

(2)  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents. 

(3)  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty-count  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered 
in  each  subject.  Where  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school 
this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of  certifi- 
cate may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good. 

B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if  can- 
didates for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  following  subjects  : 

(1)  English,  (a)  Answers  to  questions  upon  the  following  books  :

Vicar  of  Wakefield  ;  Scott,  Ivanhoe  ;  De  Ouincey,  The  Flight  of  a 
Tartar  Tribe  ;  Cooper,  The  Last  of  the  Mohicans  ;  Tennyson,  The 
Princess  ;  Lowell,  The  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal.  (b)  Three  essays  (250 
words  each)  upon  subjects  taken  from  the  following  books  :  Shakes- 
peare, Macbeth  ;  Milton,  Paradise  Lost,  Books  i  and  ii ;  Burke,  Con- 
ciliation with  America  ;  Macaulay,  Essays  on  Milton  and  on  Addison  ;

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation ;  translation  into 
French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or  German.  No  special 
authors  are  designated.  About  1,000  duodecimo  pages  of  French  and 
700  of  German,  from  classical  and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be 
read  by  the  candidate. 

Advanced  Mathematics:  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced  Algebra,  Plane 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  the  standard 
American  and  English  text-books.

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing1.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  Junior  (second-year)  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
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pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year, 
or  offer  satisfactory  certificates  of  the  completion  of  such  work  in 
another  law  school  whose  entrance  requirements  are  equal  to  those 
of  this  college  and  whose  course  of  study  requires  three  years  for  its 
completion.  Certificates  of  law  work  must  specify  the  number  of 
class-room  hours  given  to  each  subject  and  the  text-books  used,  and 
must  be  forwarded  directly  from  an  officer  of  the  school  issuing  the 
certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  this  College. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
college  without  examination  as  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a 
degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as  they  desire,  subject  to  the  permis- 
sion of  the  professors  whose  subjects  are  selected.  This  privilege  will 
be  granted  only  upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the 
applicant,  the  amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study, 
and  accompanied  if  practicable  by  certificates  from  the  preparatory 
school,  law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies 
have  been  pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as 
special  students  unless  they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 
Applicants  are  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Secretary  of  the  College 
before  presenting  themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  remain  in  the 
college  special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  work  ( equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a  day) .  Special 
students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree  if  they  pass  the 
required  entrance  examinations  before  the  beginning  of  their  second 
year  in  the  College. 

Admission    of  Students   from   the   Academic   Department. 

Juniors  and  seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  Academic  Department  of 
the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Law  in 
each  case,  to  elect  studies  in  the  College  of  Law  which  shall  count 
toward  graduation  both  in  the  academic  course  and  in  the  College  ; 
but  the  sum  total  of  hours  so  elected  cannot  exceed  the  number 
required  for  one  year's  work  in.the  College  of  Law,  or  exceed  nine 
hours  per  week  in  any  term.  Under  this  provision  a,  student  may 
complete  a  general  course  of  university  study  and  the  law  course  in 
six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.     Examinations 
are  held  only  at  the  University  in  Ithaca.     The  entrance  examinations 
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are  held  in  June  and  September,  but  examinations  for  advanced 
standing  in  law  subjects  are  held  only  in  September.  The  entrance 
examinations  for  1900  begin  on  Friday,  June  15,  and  on  Tuesday, 
September  18,  and  continue  for  five  days.  The  examinations  for 
advanced  standing  are  held  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
September  24,  25  and  26  as  follows  :  September  24,  9  a.  m.  ,  Contract ; 
3  p.  M.,  Torts;  September  25,  9  a.  m.  ,  Criminal  Law;  3  p.  m.  ,  Prop- 
erty ;  September  26,  9  a.  m.  ,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations 
may  also  be  taken  by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  subjects 
during  the  preceding  year. 

Candidates  for  admission  upon  examination  must  apply  for  per- 
mits at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 
Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail  their 
papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  25,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
College  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

Suggestions  to  New  York  Students.  It  is  desirable  that  ap- 
plicants who  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar,  and  who  are 
not  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities  registered  with  the  Regents 
of  the  State  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard,  should  procure  the 
Regents'  "law  student  certificate"  in  order  to  comply  with  the  rules 
governing  admission  to  the  bar  of  the  State.  [See  Appendix  B.]  In- 
quiries as  to  this  certificate  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Regents,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

COURSE    OF   INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.1  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough  train- 
ing in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both  the 
substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried  on 
by  the  study  of  selected  cases,    text-books,   and  syllabi,  by  lectures 


"Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  approves  the  lengthening 
of  the  course  of  instruction  in  law  schools  to  a  period  of  three  years,  and  that  it 
expresses  the  hope  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  rule  may  be  adopted  in  each  State, 
which  will  require  candidates  for  admission  to  the  bar  to  study  law  for  three  years 
before  applying  for  admission."  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  American  Bar  Asso- 
ciation for  1897,  p.  31.

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term.  The  continuance 
of  a  student  in  the  college  is  dependent  upon  the  manner  in  which  he 
passes  such  examinations.  Furthermore  the  Faculty  do  not  hesitate 
to  drop  a  student  from  the  rolls  at  any  time  in  the  year  on  becoming 
satisfied  that  he  is  neglecting  his  work. 

COLLEGE    COURT 

The  College  Court  consists  of  the  Faculty  Division,  an  Appellate 
Division  selected  from  the  senior  class,  and  a  Senior  Division,  Junior 
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Division  and  First  Year  Division.  The  First  Year  Division  argues 
hypothetical  cases  in  the  class-room.  The  Junior  and  Senior  divisions 
are  divided  into  Club  Courts  for  the  argument  of  causes.  Appeals  lie 
from  the  Club  Courts  to  the  Appellate  Division,  and  from  the  Appel- 
late Division  in  certain  cases,  to  the  Faculty  Division.  All  students 
are  required  to  take  part  in  these  courts. 

PRACTICE    DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  course  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  throughout  the  entire  three  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice  with- 
out serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  assistant  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruction  in 
the  principles  of  pleading  and  practice  and  the  relation  of  these  sub- 
jects to  the  substantive  law  is  followed  by  a  careful  study  of  the  New 
Y'ork  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  the  constant  preparation  of  plead- 
ings and  motion  papers  and  the  argument  of  motions.  Papers  are 
discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  professor,  defects 
are  clearly  pointed  out  and  remedied  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper 
pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  are  stated  and  emphasized.  The 
study  of  the  code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  applica- 
tion in  the  preparation  of  procedural  papers.  In  so  far  as  possible  the 
object  is  to  duplicate  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  sys- 
tematic development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper 
passes  through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully 
read  and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  the  ordinary  law  office. 

Courses  in  the  Academic  Department .  Students  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Law  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of 
Law  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  the  University 
in  each  case,  elect  courses  in  the  Academic  Department,  without  the 
payment  of  any  extra  fee. 
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Some  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  universities  or  colleges, 
prefer  to  take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  the  law  course,  giving 
ten  or  twelve  class-room  hours  each  week  to'  law  studies  and  five  or 
more  to  studies  in  the  other  departments.  The  Law  Faculty  are 
always  ready  to  advise  such  students  in  the  selection  of  non -profes- 
sional courses. 

In  the  department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are 
formed  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire 
to  elect  the  course  in  Public  Speaking.  A  description  of  the  courses 
will  be  found  in  the  University  Register  for  1899-1900  at  pp.  103-106. 
The  following  are  the  courses  offered  to  law  students:  (1)  Public 
Speaking  ;  (2)  Oratory  ;  (3)  Argumentation  5(4)  Extempore  Speaking. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  .It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58  feet, 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  practically 
fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture  rooms  and 
necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts.  On  the 
third  floor  are  the  library  rooms,  with  accommodations  for  forty 
thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
28,500  volumes.  It  includes  the  well  known  library  of  the  late 
Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893, 
by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial 
to  Judge  Douglass  Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  This 
addition  of  the  Moak  collection  to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities 
not  only  unusually  adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students, 
but  also,  in  connection  with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive 
opportunity  for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports 
of  the  Federal  courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  state  jurisdic- 
tions, and  in  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  Canadian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  all  the 
leading  law  periodicals  in  English. 
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General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  over 
195,000  volumes  and  35,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students  in 
the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests. 

Cornell  Infirmary.     The  Infirmary,   together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.     The  building  is  equipped  with  all  modern  t 
appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron  and  trained 
nurses,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

GRADUATION  FROM  THE  COLLEGE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.  B. )  is  conferred  upon  all 
students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the  under- 
graduate course.  This  course  requires  three  years  for  its  completion, 
and  no  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three  years  of 
actual  residence  (unless  in  case  of  admission  to  advanced  standing) 
without  special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  No  student  is  allowed  to 
graduate  unless  he  has  been  in  residence  at  least  one  year. 

Certificates  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  regu- 
lar attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or  not, 
may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate  of 
attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  Time  certificates  required  for  admis- 
sion to  the  bar  examinations  in  the  State  of  New  York  will  not  be 
issued  unless  the  applicant  has  taken  at  least  nine  hours  of  law  work 
each  week  during  the  time  for  which  such  certificate  is  asked  to  be 
issued.  If  less  than  nine  hours  a  week  be  taken,  certificates  will  be 
issued  specifying  the  hours  and  subjects  taken. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  empowered 
to  award  annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as 
equal  the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.     This  number  is' 
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at  present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the 
holder  to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six 
years  in  certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Albany. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships,  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  of  the  First  Year  class  in  the  University, 
who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree.  By  recent 
official  action,  this  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  First  Year 
students  in  the  College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provi- 
sions regulating  the  bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Under- 
graduate Scholarships,  see  the  University  Register,  1899-1900,  pp. 
58-60. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  law  scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  Junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.1 

University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the  value 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English  oration, 
both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any  member  of 
the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor  provided 
he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University  Register, 
1 899- 1 900,  pp.  60-61. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 
See  University  Register,  1899-1900,  pp.  61-62. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any 
undergraduate  in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For 
rules  governing  the  contest,  see  the  University  Register  for  1899-1900, 
pp.  62-63.

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FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  and  optional  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable,  $50  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  first  term  and  $50  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 
The  fee  for  special  and  optional  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable 
$62.50  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  and  $62.50  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degrees,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  Commencement. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  scholarships. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses  :

Room,  board,  lights,  fuel  and  laundry _, 160  to     325 

Text-books 40  to       50 

Total    $300  to  $500 

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners,  with  dates  of 
holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  F.  M. 
Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-2  Benson  Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen 
years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  toward  making  up  the  period  of  law 
study  required  as  a  condition  of  entering  an  examination  for  admis- 
sion to  the  bar.     The  evidence  of  preliminary  general  education  re- 
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quired,  is  either  (i)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2) 
the  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law 
student  certificate. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  {a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (b)  for  three  years  altogether,  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation,  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  can- 
not be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the 
year  may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  the  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  (1)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  by  the  service  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted 
toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer 
require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examinations  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 

In  cases  where,  after  the  applicant  began  his  period  of  law  study, 
he  engaged  in  the  United  States  military  or  naval  service  in  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  the  time  of  such  service  may  be  included  as  a  part  of 
his  required  period  of  study.

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THE    COLLEGE   YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1901-1902  begins  Tuesday,  September  24, 
1901,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  19,  1902,  and  is  divided  into  two  terms 
with  two  intermissions  of  about  ten  days  each  at  Christmas  and  at 
Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly  for  registration 
on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar.  Permits  for  late 
registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent  reasons. 

ADMISSION   TO   THE    COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First-Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.1  The  educational  require- 
ment may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  exam- 
inations, as  follows  : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 


"Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  before  a 
student  commences  the  studj'  of  law,  it  is  desirable  that  he  should  have  received 
a  general  education  at  least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course,  and  that  persons 
who  have  not  completed  the  equivalent  of  such  a  course  should  not  be  admitted 
into  law  schools  as  candidates  for  a  degree."  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association  for  1897,  p.  33. 

"Resolved,  That  no  law  school  shall  be  elected  to  membership  unless  it  shall 
require  of  candidates  for  its  degree  the  completion  of  a  high  school  course  of  study  > 
or  its  equivalent."  From  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Association  of  American 
Law  Schools,  adopted  at  Saratoga,  Aug.  28,  1900. 
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(i)  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

(2)  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  or  Academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

( 3)  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty-count  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered 
in  each  subject.  Where  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school 
this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of 
certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good. 

B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if  can- 
didates for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  following  subjects  : 

( r )  English.  One  hour  of  examination  is  assigned  to  answering 
questions  upon  the  books  marked  A.  Two  more  hours  are  occupied 
with  writing  longer  papers  upon  subjects  taken  from  the  books 
marked  B.

Vision  of  Sir  Launfal  ;  George  Eliot,  Silas  Marner.    B.   Shakespeare, 
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Macbeth  ;  Milton,  Comus,  Lycidas,  L'Allegro,  II  Penseroso  ;  Burke, 
Conciliation  with  America ;  Macaulay,  Essays  on  Milton  and  on 
Addison.  [The  above  list  is  for  the  years  1901  and  1902.  The  list  for 
I9°3_5  will  be  found  in  the  University  Register  for  1900-1901,  page  34]. 

( 2 )  History.  Two  of  the  four  following  subjects  must  be  offered  : 
{a )  The  History  of  Greece  to  the  death  of  Alexander  with  due  refer- 
ence to  Greek  life,  literature  and  art  ;  (b)  the  History  of  Rome  to  the 
accession  of  Commodus,  with  due  reference  to  literature  and  govern- 
ment ;  (c)  English  History,  with  due  reference  to  social  and  political 
development  ;  (d)  American  History  with  the  elements  of  Civil  Gov- 
ernment. [See  for  further  explanation  of  these  subjects  and  the 
requirements  for  1902,  the  University  Register,  1 900-1901,  pp.  35  and 
36J. 

(3)  Mathematics,  (a)  Plane  Geometry  ;  (b)  Elementary  Algebra. 
As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  American  and  English 
text-books.     [See  University  Register,  1900-1901,  pp.  36  and  37.] 

(4)  Languages.  One  of  the  following  groups:  {a)  Greek  and 
Latin;  (b)  Latin  and  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German;  (c) 
Advanced  French,  Advanced  German  and  Advanced  Mathematics,  or 
as  an  alternative  to  Advanced  Mathematics,  one  of  the  following 
Sciences, — Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Geology,  Zoology. 

Greek  and  Latin  :  (1)  in  Greek  :  the  grammar,  including  trans- 
lation into  Greek,  based  on  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  Books  I  and  II ; 
Attic  prose  at  sight ;  Homer,  Iliad,  Book  I  and  Book  II,  vv.  1-493.  (2) 
In  Latin  :  Vergil,  six  books  of  the  ^Eneid,  with  the  prosody  ;  Cicero, 
six  orations,  including  the  four  against  Cataline  ;  translation  at  sight, 
selected  from  Nepos  or  Caesar  ;  Latin  composition  based  on  Bennett's 
or  Jones's  Latin  Composition. 

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  translation  into 
French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or  German.  No  special 
authors  are  designated.  About  600  duodecimo  pages  of  French  and 
500  of  German,  from  classical  and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be 
read  by  the  candidate. 

Advanced  Mathematics:  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced  Algebra,  Plane 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  the  standard 
American  and  English  text-books. 
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[For  details  as  to  the  subjects  in  group  4  see  University  Register, 
1 900-1901,  pp.  37-45]. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  junior  (second-year)  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year, 
or  offer  satisfactory  certificates  of  the  completion  of  such  work  in 
another  law  school  whose  entrance  requirements  are  equal  to  those 
of  this  College  and  wThose  course  of  study  requires  three  years  for  its 
completion.  Certificates  of  law  work  must  specify  the  number  of 
class-room  hours  given  to  each  subject  and  the  text  books  used,  and 
must  be  forwarded  directly  from  an  officer  of  the  school  issuing  the 
certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  this  College. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
College  without  examination  as  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a 
degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as  they  desire,  subject  to  the  permis- 
sion of  the  prof essors  whose  subjects  are  selected.  This  privilege  will 
be  granted  only  upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the 
applicant,  the  amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  lawT  study, 
and  accompanied  if  practicable  by  certificates  from  the  preparatory 
school,  law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies 
have  been  pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as 
special  students  unless  they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 
Applicants  are  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Secretary  of  the  College 
before  presenting  themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  remain  in  the 
College  special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  work  (equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a  day).  Special 
students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree  if  they  pass  the 
required  entrance  examinations  before  the  beginning  of  their  second 
year  in  the  College. 

Admission    of  Students    from    the   Academic  Department. 

Juniors  and  seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  Academic  Department  of 
the  University,  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Law  in 
each  case,  to  elect  studies  in  the  College  of  Law  which  shall  count 
toward  graduation  both  in  the  academic   course  and  in   the  College  ; 
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but  the  sum  total  of  hours  so  elected  cannot  exceed  the  number 
required  for  one  year's  work  in  the  College  of  Law,  or  exceed  nine 
hours  per  week  in  any  term.  Under  this  provision  a  student  may 
complete  a  general  course  of  university  study  and  the  law  course  in 
six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  ex- 
aminations are  held  by  the  University  at  Ithaca  in  June  and  Septem- 
ber. In  1901  they  begin  on  Friday,  June  14,  and  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 17  and  continue  for  five  days.  Candidates  for  admission  upon 
examination  must  apply  for  permits  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of 
the  University  at  Morrill  Hall.  Candidates  for  admission  upon 
diploma  or  certificate  should  mail  their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  ex- 
amination before  registration  day.  Students  whose  certificates  or 
examinations  are  satisfactory  should  register  on  Tuesday,  September 

24,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and  should  then  present  their  regis- 
tration cards  to  the  Secretary  of  the  College  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  on  June  17,  18,  19,  20  and  21,  1901,  at  various  convenient  points, 
and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at  the  Univer- 
sity. For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations,  address  the 
Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  Sub-Station 
84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  advanced  standing*  are  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  1901   on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday.  September  24, 

25,  and  26  as  follows  :  September  24,  9  a.  m.,  Contract ;  3  p.  m.,  Torts  ; 
September  25,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law  ;    3  p.  m.,  Property  ;  September 

26,  9  a.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  may  also  be  taken 
by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  subjects  during  the  preceding 
year. 

Suggestions  to  New  York  Students.  It  is  desirable  that  ap- 
plicants who  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar,  and  who  are 
not  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities  registered  with  the  Regents 
of  the  State  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard,  should  procure  the 
Regents  "law  student  certificate"  in  order  to  comply  with  the  rules 
governing  admission  to  the  bar  of  the  State.  [See  Appendix  B.]

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COURSE    OF   INSTRUCTION 


The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.1  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough  train-  - 
ing  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both  the  - 
substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried  on  I 
by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  syllabi,  by  lectures - 
and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each  year  for  i 
courses  of  lectures  by  eminent  specialists  in  the  profession.

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term.  The  continuance 
of  a  student  in  the  College  is  dependent  upon  the  manner  in  which  he 
passes  such  examinations.  Furthermore  the  Faculty  do  not  hesitate 
to  drop  a  student  from  the  rolls  at  any  time  in  the  year  on  becoming 
satisfied  that  he  is  neglecting  his  work. 

COLLEGE  COURT 

The  College  Court  consists  of  the  Faculty  Division,  an  Appellate 
Division  selected  from  the  senior  class,  and  a  Senior  Division,  Junior 
Division  and  First  Year  Division.  The  First  Year  Division  argues 
hypothetical  cases  in  the  class-room.  The  Junior  and  Senior  divisions 
are  divided  into  Club  Courts  for  the  argument  of  causes.  Appeals  lie 
from  the  Club  Courts  to  the  Appellate  Division,  and  from  the  Appel- 
late Division  in  certain  cases  to  the  Faculty  Division.  All  students 
are  required  to  take  part  in  these  courts. 

PRACTICE    DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  course  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  throughout  the  entire  three  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice  with- 
out serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  assistant  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruction  in 
the  principles  of  pleading  and  practice  and  the  relation  of  these  sub- 
jects to  the  substantive  law  is  followed  by  a  careful  study  of  the  New 
York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  the  constant  preparation  of  plead- 
ings and  motion  papers  and  the  argument  of  motions.  Papers  are 
discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  professor,  defects 
are  clearly  pointed  out  and  remedied  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper 
pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  are  stated  and  emphasized.  The 
study  of  the  Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  applica- 
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tion  in  the  preparation  of  procedural  papers.  In  so  far  as  possible  the 
object  is  to  duplicate  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  sys- 
tematic development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper 
passes  through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully 
read  and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on  the 
whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure  than 
the  ordinary  law  office. 

Courses  in  the  Academic  Department.  Students  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Law  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of 
Law  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  the  University 
in  each  case,  elect  courses  in  the  Academic  Department,  without  the 
payment  of  any  extra  fee. 

Some  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  universities  or  colleges, 
prefer  to  take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  the  law  course,  giving 
ten  or  twelve  class-room  hours  each  week  to  law  studies  and  five  or 
more  to  studies  in  the  other  departments.  The  Law  Faculty  are 
always  ready  to  advise  such  students  in  the  selection  of  non- 
professional courses. 

In  the  department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are 
formed  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire 
to  elect  the  course  in  Public  Speaking.  A  description  of  the  courses  ■ 
will  be  found  in  the  University  Register  for  1 900-1901  at  pp.  103-105. 
The  following  are  the  courses  offered  to  law  students  :  ( 1 )  Public 
Speaking  ;  (2)  Oratory  ;  (3)  Argumentation  ;  (4)  Extempore  Speaking. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58  feet, 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  practically 
fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture  rooms  and 
necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts.  On  the 
third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommodations  for  forty 
thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 
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Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers  about 
30,000  volumes.  It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late 
Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893, 
by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial 
to  Judge  Douglass  Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  This 
addition  of  the  Moak  collection  to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities 
not  only  unusually  adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students, 
but  also  in  connection  with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive 
opportunity  for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports 
of  the  Federal  courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  state  jurisdic- 
tions, and  in  English,  Scotch,  Irish  and  Canadian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largly  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  all  the 
leading  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about 
215,000  volumes  and  40,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students  in 
the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture, /is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $  100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all  modern 
appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron  and  trained 
nurses,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

GRADUATION  FROM  THE  COLLEGE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.)  is  conferred  upon  all 
students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the  under- 
graduate course.  This  course  requires  three  years  for  its  completion, 
and  no  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three  years  of 
actual  residence  (unless  in  case  of  admission  to  advanced  standing) 
without  special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  No  student  is  allowed  to 
graduate  unless  he  has  been  in  residence  at  least  one  year. 
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Certificates  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  regu- 
lar attendance  upon  the  college,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or  not, 
may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate  of 
attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  Time  certificates  required  for  admis- 
sion to  the  bar  examinations  in  the  State  of  New  York  will  not  be 
issued  unless  the  applicant  has  taken  at  least  nine  hours  of  law  work 
each  week  during  the  time  for  which  such  certificate  is  asked  to  be 
issued.  If  less  than  nine  hours  a  week  be  taken,  certificates  will  be 
issued  specifying  the  hours  and  subjects  taken. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  empowered 
to  award  annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as 
equal  the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is 
at  present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the 
holder  to  free  tuition  for  four  3'ears  which  may  be  extended  to  six 
years  in  certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Albany. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  of  the  first-year  class  in  the  University, 
who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree.  By  recent 
official  action,  this  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year 
students  in  the  College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  pro- 
visions regulating  the  bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Under- 
graduate Scholarships,  see  the  University  Register,  1 900-1901,  pp. 
58-60. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  senior  law  scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.1 

Awarded  for  1900-1901  to  James  Patrick  Ouigley. 
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University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the  value 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English  oration, 
both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any  member  of 
the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor  provided 
he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University  Register, 
1900-1901,  pp.  61-62. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 
See  University  Register,  1900-1901,  p.   62. 

The  'Q4  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any 
undergraduate  in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For 
rules  governing  the  contest,  see  the  University  Register  for  1 900-1901, 
p.  63. 

FEES    AND   EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $roo  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning. of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  $70.00  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degrees,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Tuilion  is  free  to  students  with  State  scholarships. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses.

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The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  rules  and  other  details  of  the  Regents'  examinations  are 
given  in  the  Examination  Hand-book  which  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  Secretary  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners,  with  dates  of 
holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  F.  M.

Time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen 
years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  toward  making  up  the  period  of  law 
study  required  as  a  condition  of  entering  an  examination  for  admis- 
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sion  to  the  bar.  The  evidence  of  preliminary  general  education  re- 
quired, is  either  (i)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2) 
the  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law 
student  certificate. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either   (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (6 )  for  three  years  altogether,  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
A  non-graduate  of  a   college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation,  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  the  entire  twelvemonths 
must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of  law  study 
in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  ( 1)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  by  the  service  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted 
toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer 
require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 

In  cases  where,  after  the  applicant  began  his  period  of  law  study, 
he  engaged  in  the  United  States  military  or  naval  service  in  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  the  time  of  such  service  may  be  included  as  a  part  of 
his  required  period  of  study.

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THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1902-1903  begins  Tuesday,  September  23, 
1902,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  18,  1903,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  one 
of  about  ten  days  at  Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves 
promptly  for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the 
calendar.  Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the 
most  urgent  reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First- Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  x  The  educational  require- 
ment may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  exam- 
inations, as  follows  : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 

1" Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  before  a 
student  commences  the  study  of  law,  it  is  desirable  that  he  should  have  received  a 
general  education  at  least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course,  and  that  persons 
who  have  not  completed  the  equivalent  of  such  a  course  should  not  be  admitted 
into  law  schools  as  candidates  for  a  degree."  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association  for  1897,  P-  33- 

"Resolved,  That  no  law  school  shall  be  elected  to  membership  unless  it  shall 
require  of  candidates  for  its  degree  the  completion  of  a  high  school  course  of 
study,  or  its  equivalent."  From  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools,  adopted  at  Saratoga,  Aug.  28,  1900. 
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( i )  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

(2)  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty-count  aca- 
demic certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(3)  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered 
in  each  subject.  Where  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school 
this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of  certi- 
ficate may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good. 

B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if  can- 
didates for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  following  subjects  : J 

(1)  English.  One  hour  of  examination  is  assigned  to  answering 
questions  upon  the  books  marked  A .  Two  more  hours  are  occupied 
with  writing  longer  papers  upon  subjects  taken  from  the  books- 
marked  B.

B.  Shakespeare,  Mac- 
beth ;  Milton,  Lycidas,  Comus,  L'Allegro,  II  Penseroso  ;  Burke,  Con- 
ciliation with  America  ;  Macaulay,  Essays  on  Milton  and  on  Addison. 

(2)  History.  One  of  the  four  following  subjects  must  be 
offered  :  (a)  Ancient  history,  with  special  reference  to  Greek  and 
Roman  history,  and  including  also  a  short  introductory  study  of  the 
more  ancient  nations  and  the  chief  events  of  the  early  Middle  Ages, 
down  to  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great  (814  a.  D. )  (b)  Mediaeval 
and  modern  European  history,  from  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great 
to  the  present  time,  (c)  American  history  and  civil  government. 
(d)  English  history.  Each  of  the  above  topics  is  intended  to  repre- 
sent one  year  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given  five  times 
per  week,  or  two  years  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given 
three  times  per  week. 

(3)  Mathematics,  (a)  Plane  Geometry  ;  (b)  Elementary  Alge- 
bra. As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  American  and 
English  text-books. 

(4)  Languages.  One  of  the  following  groups  :  (a)  Greek  and 
Latin  ;  (b)  Latin  and  either  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German  ; 
(c)  Advanced  French,  Advanced  German  and  Advanced  Mathematics, 
or  as  an  alternative  to  Advanced  Mathematics,  one  of  the  following 
Sciences, — Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Geology,  Zoology. 

Greek  and  Latin  :  ( 1 )  in  Greek  :  the  grammar,  including  trans- 
lation into  Greek,  based  on  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  Books  I  and  II  ; 
Attic  prose  at  sight  ;  Homer,  Iliad,  Book  I  and  Book  II,  vv.  1-493. 
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(2)  In  Latin  :  Latin  grammar  and  Latin  composition  ;  Caesar,— any 
four  books  of  the  Gallic  War,  preferably  the  first  four  ;  Cicero -any 
six  orations  from  the  following  list,  but  preferably  the  first  six  men- 
tioned—the four  orations  against  Catiline,  Archias,  the  Manilian  Law, 
Marcellus,  Roscius,  Milo,  Sestius,  Ligarius,  the  fourteenth  Philippic  ; 
Virgil,— the  first  six  books  of  the  ^Bneid. 

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  translation  into 
French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or  German.  No  special 
authors  are  designated.  About  600  duodecimo  pages  of  French  and 
500  of  German,  from  classical  and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be 
read  by  the  candidate,  in  addition  to  the  elementary  reading  courses. 
Advanced  Mathematics:  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced  Algebra, 
Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  the 
standard  American  and  English  text-books. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  junior  (second-year)  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year. 
Examinations  upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  year  are  given  at  the 
University  in  September,  beginning  Tuesday,  September  23d. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
College  without  examination,  as  special  students,  not  candidates  for 
a  degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as  they  desire,  subject  to  the  per- 
mission of  the  professors  whose  subjects  are  selected.  This  privilege 
will  be  granted  only  upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of 
the  applicant,  the  amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law 
study,  and  accompanied  if  practicable  by  certificates  from  the  pre- 
paratory school,  law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such 
studies  have  been  pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted 
as  special  students  unless  they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certi- 
ficate. Applicants  are  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  College  before  presenting  themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  re- 
main in  the  College  special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examina- 
tions in  at  least  ten  hours  of  work  (equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a 
day).  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree 
if  they  pass  the  required  entrance  examinations  before  the  beginning 
of  their  second  year  in  the  College. 
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are  not  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities  registered  with  the 
Regents  of  the  State  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard,  should 
procure  the  Regents  "law  student  certificate"  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  rules  governing  admission  to  the  bar  of  the  State.  [See 
Appendix  B.]  Inquiries  as  to  this  certificate  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Regents,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.  «  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried 
on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  syllabi,  by  lectures 
and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each  year 
for  courses  of  lectures  by  eminent  specialists  in  the  profession.

EXAMINATIONS    AND    CLASS    STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year,  at  the  end  of  each  term.  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  must  pass  each  term  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  at  least  eight  hours  of  law  work,  that  is,  work 
occupying  eight  class-room  hours  each  week.  A  student  in  order  to 
be  registered  as  a  junior  must  have  satisfied  all  entrance  conditions 
and  passed  at  least  twenty  hours  of  first  year  work  (equivalent  to  two 
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class-room  hours  each  day  for  the  year),  and  to  be  registered  as  a 
senior  must  have  passed  all  first-year  work  and  at  least  twenty  hours 
of  junior  work.  Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient 
cause  for  the  removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

COI/LEGE   COURT 

The  College  Court  of  the  Junior  Year  is  divided  into  Clubs  of  ten  or 
twelve  members  each.  At  each  session  a  case  is  argued  by  two  attor- 
neys while  the  rest  of  the  Club,  presided  over  by  a  member  of  the 
Faculty,  act  as  judges.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the  judges 
render  oral  decisions  and  one  or  more  are  then  designated  to  prepare 
written  opinions.  The  briefs  and  opinions  are  filed  with  the 
Librarian.  The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court 
held  by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with  ; 
the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

PRACTICE    DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  course  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  throughout  the  entire  three  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  assistant  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruction  in 
common  law  and  equity  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  careful 
study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  is  taken  as  a 
type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states.  Plead- 
ings and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These  papers  are 
discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  professor,  defects 
pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper  pleading, 
petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The  study  of  the 
Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  application  in  the 
preparation  of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  duplicate,  as  far 
as  practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic 
development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully  read 
and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those  which 
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present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for  argu- 
ment and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

Courses  in  the  Academic  Department.  Students  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Law  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College 
of  Law  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  the  Univer- 
sity in  each  .case,  elect  courses  in  the  Academic  Department,  without 
the  payment' of  any  extra  fee. 

Some  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  universities  or'  colleges, 
prefer  to  take  four  years  for  the  completion  of  a  law  course,  giving 
:  ten  or  twelve  class-room  hours  each  week  to  law  studies  and  five  or 
more  to  studies  in  the  other  departments.  The  Law  Faculty  are 
always  ready  to  advise  such  students  in  the  selection  of  non-profes- 
sional courses.  A  student  electing  work  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment is  required  to  pursue  the  same  regularly  and  take  the  prescribed 
examinations  unless  excused  by  the  Faculty. 

In  the  department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are 

.  formed  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire 

to  elect  the  course  in  Public  Speaking.     The  following  are  the  courses 

offered   to   law   students:  (1)    Public   Speaking;    (2)    Oratory;  (3) 

Argumentation  ;  (4)  Extempore  Speaking. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58  feet, 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  practi- 
cally fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture 
rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices 
of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts.  On 
the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommodations  for  forty 
thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  30,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
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and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board-' 
■man,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  This  addition  of  the  Moak  col- 
lection to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also  in  connec- 
tion with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity  for 
scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the  Federal 
courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and  in 
English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General   Library.      The   University   library,   containing  about 
220,000  volumes  and  40,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students  in  . 
the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction  1 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests. 
A  physical  examination  conducted  by  the  Professor  of  Physical  Cul- 
ture is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $roo,ooo,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron 
and  trained  nurses,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

GRADUATION  FROM  THE  COLLEGE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B. )  is  conferred  upon  all 
students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  prescribed  work  of 
the  course.  This  course  requires  three  years  for  its  completion,  and 
no  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three  years  of  actual 
residence  unless  in  case  of  admission  to  advanced  standing. 

Certificates  of  Atte?idance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  regu- 
lar attendance  upon  the  college,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or  not, 
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may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate  of 
attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  Time  certificates  required  for  admis- 
sion to  the  bar  examinations  in  the  State  of  New  York  will  not  be 
issued  unless  the  applicant  has  taken  at  least  nine  hours  of  law  work 
each  week  during  the  time  for  which  such  certificate  is  asked  to  be 
issued. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  empowered 
to  award  annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as 
equal  the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is 
at  present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the 
holder  to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six 
years  in  certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships, 
applications  should  be  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  Albany. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  of  the  first-year  class  in  the  University, 
who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree.  This  com- 
petition is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  students  in  the  College 
of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions  regulating  the  be- 
stowal and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate  Scholarships, 
see  the  University  Register,  1901-1902.  pp.  58-61. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  senior  law  scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University    scholarships. x 

University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.      Any

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 
See  University  Register,  1901-1902,  p.  62. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any  un- 
dergraduate in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For  rules 
governing  the  contest,  seethe  University  Register  for  1901-1902,  p.  62. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  scholarships. 

Expenses.   The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly  expenses.

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required,  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  student 
certificate. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  two  years  for  graduates  of  a 
college  or  university  and  three  years  for  all  others,  but  time  spent  in 
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the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen  years  of  age  cannot  be 
counted. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (b)  for  three  years  altogether,  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for  three 
years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation,  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  the  entire  twelvemonths 
must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of  law  study 
in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  (i)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (  2)  by  the  service  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted 
toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer 
require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 

In  cases  where,  after  the  applicant  began  his  period  of  law  study, 
he  engaged  in  the  United  States  military  or  naval  service  in  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  the  time  of  such  service  may  be  included  as  a  part  of 
his  required  period  of  study. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

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THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1904-1905  begins  Tuesday,  September  27, 
1904,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  22,  1905,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a 
brief  recess  at  Kaster.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly 
for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar. 
Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent 
reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First- Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course1.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by 
examinations,  as  follows : 

A.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate;.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas : 

i" Resolved,  That  the  American  Bar  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  before  a 
student  commences  the  study  of  law,  it  is  desirable  that  he  should  have  received  a 
general  education  at  least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course,  and  that  persons 
who  have  not  completed  the  equivalent  of  such  a  course  should  not  be  admitted 
into  law  schools  as  candidates  for  a  degree. "  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  A  meri- 
can  Bar  Association  for  1 89  j,  p.  33. 

''Resolved,  That  no  law  school  shall  be  elected  to  membership  unless  it  shall 
require  of  candidates  for  its  degree  the  completion  of  a  high  school  course  of 
study  or  its  equivalent."  From  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools,  adopted  at  Saratoga,  August  28.  1900. 
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( i )  Graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

(2 )  Holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  sixty-count  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(3)  Graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and,  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  cov- 
ered in  each  subject.  When  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the 
school  this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of 
certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good ;  and 
no  one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and  found  markedly 
deficient  will  be  admitted. 

The  certificates  of  students  who  desire  to  take  the  four-year 
course  in  law  must  cover  the  examination  subjects  named  below. 

B.  Admission  on  Examination.  All  other  applicants,  if  can- 
didates for  a  degree,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  following  subjects  t1

(2)  History.  One  of  the  four  following  subjects  must  be 
offered :  (a)  Ancient  history,  with  special  reference  to  Greek  and 
Roman  history,  and  including  also  a  short  introductory  study  of  the 
more  ancient  nations  and  the  chief  events  of  the  early  Middle  Ages, 
down  to  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great  (814  a.  d.).  (0)  Mediaeval 
and  modern  European  history,  from  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great 
to  the  present  time,  (c)  American  history  and  civil  government. 
(d )  English  history.  Each  of  the  above  topics  is  intended  to  repre- 
sent one  year  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given  five  times 
per  week,  or  two  years  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given 
three  times  per  week. 

(3)  Mathematics,  (a)  Plane  Geometry  ;  (b)  Elementary  Alge- 
bra. As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  American  and 
English  text-books  like  McMahon's  Plane  Geometry  and  Tanner's 
Elementary  Algebra. 

(4)  Languages.  One  of  the  following  groups  :  (a)  Greek  and 
Latin  ;  (6)  Latin  and  either  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German  ; 
(c)  Advanced  French,  Advanced  German  and  Advanced  Mathe- 
matics, or  as  an  alternative  to  Advanced  Mathematics,  one  of  the 
following  sciences,— Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Geology  and 
Zoology. 

Greek  and  Latin:  (1)  in  Greek:  the  grammar,  including  trans- 
lation into  Greek,  based  on  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  Books  I  and  II ; 
Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Books  I,  II,  III,  IV  ;  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  I, 
II,  HI  (omitting  II,  494_end).  (2)  In  Latin;  Latin  grammar  and 
Latin  composition ;  Caesar,— any  four  books  of  the  Gallic  War,  pre- 
ferably the  first  four  ;  Cicero,— any  six  orations  from  the  following

list,  but  preferably  the  first  six  mentioned— the  four  orations  against 
Catiline*  Archias,  the  Manilian  Law,  Marcellus,  Roscius,  Milo, 
Sestius, '  Ligarius,  the  fourteenth  Philippic  ;  Virgil —the  first  six 
books  of  the  .Eneid. 

French  and  German  :  grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  translation  into 
French  or  German  ;  translation  from  French  or  German.  No  special 
authors  are  designated.  About  600  duodecimo  pages  of  French  and 
500  of  German,  from  classical  and  contemporary  authors,  ought  to  be 
read  by  the  candidate,  in  addition  to  the  elementary  reading  course. 

Advanced  Mathematics:  Solid  Geometry,  Advanced  Algebra, 
Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  the 
standard  American  and  English  text-books. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  junior,  second-year  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year. 
Examinations  upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  year  are  given  in  the 
University  in  September,  beginning  Tuesday,  September  27th. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
College  without  examination,  as  special  students  not  candidates  for 
a  degree,  and  may  elect  such  work  as  they  desire,  subject- to  the  per- 
mission of  the  professors  whose  subjects  are  selected.  This  privilege 
will  be  granted  only  upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of 
the  applicant,  the  amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law 
study ,  and  accompanied  if  practicable  with  certificates  from  the  pre- 
paratory school,  law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such- 
studies  have  been  pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted 
as  special  students  unless  they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  cer- 
tificate. Applicants  are  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of  the 
College  before  presenting  themselves  in  person.  In  order  to  remain 
in  the  College  special  students  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations- 
in  at  least  ten  hours  of  work  (equal  to  two  class  room  hours  a  day) 
Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree  if  they 
satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before  the  beginning  of  their 
second  year  in  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences.   Juniors  and  seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts 
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and  Sciences  of  the  University,  are  allowed  with  permission  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  College  of  Law  in  each  case,  to  elect  studies  in  the  College  of  Law 
which  shall  count  toward  graduation  both  in  the  Arts  course  and  in 
the  College  ;  but  the  sum  total  of  hours  so  elected  cannot  exceed  the 
number  required  for  one  year's  work  in  the  College  of  Law,  or 
exceed  nine  hours  per  week  in  any  term.  Under  this  provision  a 
student  may  complete  a  general  course  of  university  study  and  the 
law  course  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  ex- 
aminations are  held  by  the  University  at  Ithaca  in  September.  In 
1904  they  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  20  and  continue  for  five  days. 
Candidates  for  admission  upon  examination  must  apply  for  permits 
at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 
Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail 
their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  28,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (including 
Ithaca) ,  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at 
the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations, 
address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  advanced  standing  are  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  1904  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  September  27, 
28,  and  29  as  follows:  Tuesday,  9  a.  m.,  Contract;  3  p.  m.,  Torts; 
Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law;  3  p.  m.,  Property;  Thursday, 
9  A.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  must  also  be  taken 
by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  subjects  during  the 
proceding  year. 

Examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  on  the 
same  dates,  beginning  September  27,  as  follows:  Tuesday,  9  a.  m., 
Contract ;  Insurance  ;  Domestic  Relations  and  Persons  ;  3  p.  m.  ,  Torts  ; 
Equity;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law;  Evidence;  Consti- 
tutional Law;  3  p.  m.,  First  Year  Property;  Second  Year  Property 
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and  Sales;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.  First-Year  Civil  Procedure;  Second 
Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  3  p.  m.  ,  Probate  Law.  Students  conditioned 
in  any  of  the  above  subjects  must  take  these  examinations  unless 
excused  for  cause.  In  case  of  conflict  students  must  take  first-year 
subjects  before  taking  junior  subjects. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.1  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried 
on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  syllabi,  by  lectures 
and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each  year 
for  courses  of  lectures  and  for  single  lectures  by  eminent  specialists 
in  the  profession.

EXAMINATION  AND   CLASS  STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  each  term.  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  must  pass  each  term  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  at  least  eight  hours  of  law  work,  that  is,  work 
occupying  eight  class-room  hours  each  week.  A  student  in  order  to 
be  registered  as  a  junior  must  have  satisfied  all  entrance  conditions 
and  passed  at  least  twenty  hours  of  first  year  work  (equivalent  to  two 
class-room  hours  each  day  for  the  year) ,  and  to  be  registered  as  a 
senior  must  have  passed:  all  first  year  work  and  at  least  twenty  hours 
of  junior  work.  Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient 
cause  for  the  removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

COLLEGE  COURT 

The  College  Court  of  the  Junior  Year  is  divided  into  Clubs  of  ten 
or  twelve  members  each.  At  each  session  a  case  is  argued  by  two 
attorneys  while  the  rest  of  the  Club,  presided  over  by  a  member  of 
the  Faculty,  act  as  judges.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the 
judges  render  oral  decisions  and  one  or  more  are  then  designated  to 
prepare  written  opinions.  The  briefs  and  opinions  are  £led  with  the 
Librarian.  The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court 
held  by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with 
the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  course  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  throughout  the  entire  three  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  assistant  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.     The  instruction  in 
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common  law  and  equity  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  is  taken  as 
a  type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states. 
Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These 
papers  are  discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  pro- 
fessor, defects  pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a 
proper  pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The 
study  of  the  Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  applica- 
tion in  the  preparation  of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  dupli- 
cate, as  far  as  practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a 
systematic  development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper 
passes  through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully 
read  and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

ELECTIVES  IN  THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 

Students  registered  in  the  above  three-years  course  may  not  elect 
work  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  during  their  first  year, 
unless  they  have  already  completed  at  least  one  year  of  Arts  work. 
Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  their  first  year  may  elect 
not  to  exceed  three  hours  during  their  junior  and  senior  years  re- 
spectively, but  such  electives  must  be  regularly  pursued.  In  the 
Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are  formed  for 
the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire  to  elect 
work  in  Public  Speaking  and  Legal  Argumentation.  Electives  may 
be  taken  only  upon  petition  approved  by  both  Faculties. 

FOUR-YEAR  LAW    COURSE 

Students  who  meet  the  specific  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (and  no  others)  may  take  a  four-year 
course  as  follows  :  First-year,  nine  hours  of  law  and  five  or  six  hours 
of  electives  in  Arts  and  Sciences  ;  second-year,  ten  hours  of  law  and 
from  five  to  eight  hours  of  electives ;  third-year,  ten  hours  of  law 
and  from  five  to  eight  hours  of  electives  ;  fourth-year,  all  senior  law 
work.      Students  taking  a  four-year   course   must   maintain  a  high 
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standard  of   work  in  all   law  subjects   and  must    have  a  satisfactory 

record  in  elective  work.     For  the  specific  requirements  for  admission 

to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  applicants  for  admission  should 

consult  the  Registrar. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58 
feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and 
practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture 
rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices 
of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts. 
On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommodations  for 
forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  33,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board- 
man,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  This  addition  of  the  Moak  col- 
lection to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity  for 
scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the  Federal 
courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and  in 
English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  librae,  containing  about 
240,000  volumes  and  45,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students 
in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and 
contests,  but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus. 
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A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron 
and  trained  nurses,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LI/.B.)  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  wrho  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satis- 
factorily completed  the  prescribed  work  of  the  course.  This  course 
requires  three  years  for  its  completion,  and  no  student  is  allowed  to 
graduate  except  after  three  years  of  actual  residence  unless  in  case 
of  admission  to  advanced  standing. 

Certificates  of  Attendance.  Bach  student  who  has  been  in 
regular  attendance  upon  the  college,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 
not,  may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate 
of  attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  The  certificate  of  a  year's  regular  at- 
tendance, required  by  bar  examiners,  implies  the  completion  of  a  full 
year's  work  (not  less  than  fourteen  hours  per  week)  of  which  at  least 
nine  hours  per  week  shall  be  in  the  year  for  which  the  certificate  is 
granted. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES. 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Kducation  is  empowered  to  award  annu- 
ally as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal  the 
number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at  present 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free 
tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in  certain 
cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Kducation  at  Albany. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  in  the  Uni- 
versity, who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first   degree. 
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This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  students  in  the 
College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions  regulating  the- 
bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate  Scholarships, 
see  the  University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June- 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholarship  may  be 
forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder  has  not  main- 
tained a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  conduct- 
unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 

University  Prizes. —  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor 
provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University 
Register. 

The  }86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following, 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 
See  University  Register. 

The  '9^  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any  un- 
dergraduate in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For  rules, 
governing  the  contest,  see  the  University  Register. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.     The  fee  for

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special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  $70  at  the  beginning  of 
the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  Scholarships. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly  expenses : 

Tuition $100  to  $125 

Room,  board,  lights,  fuel  and  laundry 160  to    325 

Text-books 25  to      35 

Total #285  to  $485 

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week..  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

Rules  and  explanations  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York  regulating  the  preliminary  examinations  of 
law  students.  The  rules  and  other  details  of  the  Regent's  examina- 
tion are  given  in  the  Examination  Hand-book  which  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners,  with  dates  of 
holding  .bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  F.  M. 
Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-2  Benson  Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required,  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  student 
certificate.  • 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  two  years  for  graduates  of  a 
college  or  university  and  three  years  for  all  others,  but  time  spent  in 
the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen  years  of  age  cannot 
be  counted. 
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A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (6)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  (i)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  by  the  service  of 
a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  this  state  cannot  be  counted 
toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no 
longer  require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the 
bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1905-1906  begins  Tuesday,  September  26, 
1905,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  21,  1906,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a 
brief  recess  at  Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly 
for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar. 
Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent 
reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First-Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by 
examination,  as  follows : 

I.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  without  examination,  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  satisfactory  certificates  or  diplomas  : 

(1)  graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing  ;  or 

(2)  holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  60-count  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  or 

(3)  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the   examination   subjects   required   for  admission  to  the 
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College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and,  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended  by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  ai 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to  1 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  -  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  cov- 
ered in  each  subject.  When  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the 
school  this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of 
certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for' 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are   conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good  ;  and  I 
no  one  taking   the   examination   in   Knglish   and   found   markedly 
deficient  will  be  admitted. 

All  sludents  preparing  for  admission  to  law  are  strongly  ad- 
vised to  pursue  the  elementary  subjects  and  one  of  the^  groups  of 
advanced  subjects  indicated  below.  The  certificates  of  students  who 
desire  to  take  the  four-year  course  in  law  must  cover  those  subjects. 

II.  Admission  on  Examination.  Applicants  not  presenting 
one  of  the  above  certificates,  are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  following  subjects  :l 


(i)  English.  One  hour  of  examination  is  assigned  to  answering 
questions  upon  the  books  marked  A.  Two  more  hours  are  occupied 
with  writing  longer  papers  upon  subjects  taken  from  the  book 
marked  B. 

The  books  prescribed  for  1905  are  :  A:  Shakespeare,  The  Mer 
chant  of  Venice,  Julius  Caesar;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverly  Papers 
in  the  Spectator  ;  Goldsmith,  The  Vicar  of  Wakefield  ;  Scott,  Ivan- 
hoe  ;  Coleridge,   The   Ancient   Mariner  ;  Carlyle,  Essay   on   Burns ;

[ii\  History.  One  of  the  four  following  subjects  must  be 
offered  :  (a)  Ancient  history  with  special  reference  to  Greek  and 
Roman  history,  and  including  also  a  short  introductory  study  of  the 
more  ancient  nations  and  the  chief  events  of  the  early  Middle  Ages, 
down  to  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great  (814  a.  d.).  (b)  Mediaeval 
and  modern  European  history  from  the  death  of  Charles  the  Great 
to  the  present  time,  (c)  American  history  and  civil  government. 
(d)  English  history.  Each  of  the  above  topics  is  intended  to  repre- 
sent one  year  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given  five  times 
per  week,  or  two  years  of  historical  work  wherein  the  study  is  given 
three  times  per  week. 

(Hi)  Mathematics,  (a)  Plane  Geometry  ;  and  (b)  Elementary 
Algebra.  As  much  in  each  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  American 
and  English  text-books  like  McMahon's  Plane  Geometry  and  Tanner's 
Elementary  Algebra. 

(iv)  Advanced  Subjects.  In  addition  to  the  above  elementary 
subjects  one  of  the  three  following  groups  must  be  offered  : 

(1)  Greek  and  Latin,  (a)  In  Greek;  the  grammar  and  prose 
composition  based  on  the  first  two  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis  ; 
Xenophon's  Anabasis,  the  first  four  books  ;  Homer's  Iliad,  the  first 
three  books  (omitting  II,  494-end).  (b)  In  Latin  :  the  grammar  and 
prose  composition  ;  Caesar,  any  four  books  of  the  Gallic  War,  prefer- 
ably the  first  four  ;  Cicero,  any  six  orations  from  the  following  list, 
but  preferably  the  first  six  mentioned— the  four  orations  against 
Cataline,  Archias,  the  Manilian  Law,  Marcellus,  Roscius,  Milo,  Ses- 
tius,  Ligarius,  the  fourteenth  Philippic  ;  Virgil,  the  first  six  books 
of  the  y£)neid. 
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(2)  Lathi  and  either  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German. 
{a)  Latin:  as  above,  (b)  Advanced  French  or  Advanced  German  : 
grammar  ;  pronunciation  ;  translation  into  French  or  German  ;  trans- 
lation from  French  or  German.  No  special  authors  are  designated; 
A  total  of  about  600  pages  of  French  or  about  500  of  German,  fromi 
classical  and  contemporary  authors,  should  be  read  in  addition  to  the 
elementary  reading  courses. 

(3)  Advanced  French,  Advanced  German  and  Advanced  Math- 
ematics, {a)  Advanced  French  as  above.  (6)  Advanced  German  as 
above,  (c)  Advanced  Mathematics  :  solid  geometry,  advanced  al- 
gebra, plane  and  spherical  trigonometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in 
the  standard  American  and  English  text-books,  (d)  As  an  alterna- ' 
tive  to  advanced  mathematics  the  student  may  offer  an  equivalent  in  1 
physics,  chemistry,  botany,  geology  and  zoology. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing-.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  junior  (second-year)  class 
must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age,  must  meet  the  educational 
requirement  specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year. 
Examinations  upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  year  are  given  at  the 
University  in  September,  beginning  Tuesday,  September  26th. 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to  the 
College,  as  special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  provided 
they  present  the  New  York  Regents'  law  student  certificate  or  a 
substantial  equivalent.  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only  upon 
written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant,  'the  amount  j 
of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study,  and  accompanied  if 
practicable  with  certificates  from  the  preparatory  school,  law  school, 
or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies  have  been  pursued. 
New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as  special  students  unless 
they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate.  Applicants  are  ad- 
vised to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  before  presenting 
themselves  in  person.  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candi- 
dates for  a  degree  if  they  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before 
the  beginning  of  their  second  year  in  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. Seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
of  the  University,  are  allowed  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
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and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  each 
j  case,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  their  work  in  the  College  of  Law  and 
;  count  it  towards  graduation  in  both  colleges.    Under  this  provision  a 

student  may  complete  a  course  for  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  for  the 

degree  of  LL.B.  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  ex- 
aminations are  held  by  the   University  at  Ithaca  in  September.     In 

;  1905  they  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  19,  and  continue  for  five 
days.  Candidates  for  admission  upon  examination  must  apply  for 
permits  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 

i  Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail 
their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 

:  Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  26,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (including 
Ithaca),  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at 
the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations, 
address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,. 
Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  advanced  standing  are  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  1905  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  September  26, 
27  and  28,  a^follows  :  Tuesday,  9  A.M.,  Contract  and  Agency  ;  3  p.  m.  , 
Torts;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law;  3  p.  m.,  Property  ;  Thurs- 
day, 9  a.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  must  also  be 
taken  by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  subjects  during 
the  preceding  year.  [In  1906  these  examinations  begin  on  Tuesday, 
September  25.] 

Examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  on  the 
Isame  dates,  beginning  September  26,  as  follows  :  Tuesday,  9  a.  m., 
Contract ;  Agency  ;  Insurance ;  Domestic  Relations  and  Persons  ;  3 
!p.  m.  ,  Torts  ;  Equity  ;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.  ,  Criminal  Law  ;  Suretyship  ; 
3  P.  m.,  First  Year  Property  ;  Sales;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  First  Year 
Civil  Procedure  ;  Second  Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  3  p.  m.,  Evidence  ; 
Probate  Law.  Students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  subjects  must 
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take  these  examinations  unless  excused  for  cause.    In  case  of  conflict 
students  must  take  first-year  subjects  before  taking  junior  subjects. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  three  years  of  nine 
months  each.  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried 
on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  synopses,  by  lec- 
tures and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

Each  student  during  his  first  year  is  required  to  take  three  hours 
of  physical  training  a  week,  and  may  elect  to  take  this  either  in 
military  science  and  tactics  under  the  direction  of  the  Commandant  or 
in  the  field  and  gymnasium  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of 
Physical  Culture. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  CLASS  STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term  and 
papers  are  graded  "excellent,"  "good,"  "pass,"  "condition."  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  law  subjects 
in  any  term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pursuing 
less  than  five  law  subjects  must  pass  at  least  two  of  them  (exclusive 
in  each  case  of  College  Court  work) .  A  student  having  conditions 
in  four  term-subjects  standing  against  him  at  the  end  of  any  year 
cannot  take  examinations  to  remove  them  unless  he  has,  in  an  equal 
lumber  of  subjects,  credits  of  the  grade  of  '  'good"  or  '  'excellent. ' '  If 
tie  fails  to  meet  this  requirement  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  he  must 
repeat  that  year  ;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he  ceases  to  be  a 
candidate  for  a  degree.  A  senior  who  after  the  September  examina- 
tions has  still  two  conditions  standing  against  him  will  not  be  con- 
sidered a  candidate  for  graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for  the 
emoval  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

COLLEGE  COURT 

The  College  Court  of  the  Junior  Year  is  divided  into  clubs  of  ten 
or  twelve  members  each.     At  each  session  a  case  is  argued  by  two 
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attorneys  while  the  rest  of  the  Club,  presided  over  by  a  member  of 
the  Faculty,  act  as  judges.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the 
judges  render  oral  decisions  and  one  or  more  are  then  designated  to 
prepare  written  opinions.  The  briefs  and  opinions  are  filed  with  the 
Librarian.  The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court 
held  .by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with 
the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  course  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  throughout  the  entire  three  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  instructor  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruction  in 
common  law  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  careful  study 
of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  is  taken  as  a 
type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states. 
Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These 
papers  are  discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  pro- 
fessor, defects  pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a 
proper  pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The 
study  of  the  Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  applica- 
tion in  the  preparation  of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  dupli- 
cate, as  far  as  practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a. 
systematic  development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper 
passes  through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully 
read  and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

ELECTIVES  IN  THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 

Students  registered  in  the  above  three-years  course  may  not  elect 
work  in  the  College    of  Arts  and  Sciences  during  their   first   year 
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unless  they  have  already  completed  at  least  one  year  of  Arts  work. 
Those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  their  first  year  may  elect 
not  to  exceed  three  hours  during  their  junior  and  senior  years  re- 
spectively, but  such  electives  must  be  regularly  pursued.  In  the 
Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  special  classes  are  formed  for 
the  benefit  of  members  of  the  College  of  Law  who  desire  to  elect 
work  in  Public  Speaking  and  Legal  Argumentation.  Electives  may 
be  taken  only  upon  petition  approved  by  both  Faculties. 

FOUR-YEAR  LAW  COURSE 

Students  who  meet  the  specific  requirements  for  admission  in  the 
subjects  indicated  on  pp.  6-8  (and  no  others)  may  take  a  four-year 
course  as  follows  :  First-year,  ten  hours  of  law  and  five  or  six  hours  of 
electives  in  Arts  and  Sciences  ;  second-year,  ten  hours  of  law  and 
from  five  to  eight  hours  of  electives  ;  third-year,  nine  hours  of  law 
and  from  five  to  eight  hours  of  electives  ;  fourth  year,  all  senior  law 
work.  Students  taking  a  four-year  course  must  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  work  in  all  law  subjects  and  must  have  a  aatisfactory 
record  in  elective  work. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58- 
feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and 
practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture 
rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices 
of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club  courts. 
On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommodations  for 
forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  34,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board- 
man,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  The  addition  of  the  Moak  col- 
lection to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity  for 
scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.     In  reports  of  the  Federal 
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courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and  in 
English,  vScotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speakino- 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  ^University  library,  containing  about 
260,000  volumes  and  48,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students 
in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and 
contests,  but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus. 
A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $roo,ooo,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  matron 
and  trained  nurse,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B)  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satis- 
factorily completed  the  prescribed  work  of  the  course.  This  course 
requires  three  years  for  its  completion,  and  no  student  is  allowed  to 
graduate  except  after  three  years  of  actual  residence  unless  in  case 
of  admission  to  advanced  standing  in  which  case  one  year  of  law 
study  elsewhere  may  be  counted  toward  the  three  years  required. 

Certificates  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in 
regular  attendance  upon  the  college,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 
not,  may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate 
of  attendance,  which  statesjthe  time  of  his  attendance  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  The  certificate  of  a  year's  regular 
attendance,  required  by  bar  examiners,  implies  the  completion  of  a 
full  year's  work  (not  less  than  fourteen  hours  per  week)  of  which  at 
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least  nine  hours  per  week  shall  be  in  the  year  for  which  the  certificate 
is  granted. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award  annu- 
ally as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal  the 
number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at  present 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free 
tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in  certain 
cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  at  Albany. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  of  the  Uni- 
versity, who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree. 
This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  students  in  the 
College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions  regulating  the 
bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate  Scholarships, 
see  the  University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years,  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholarship  may  be 
forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder  has  not  main- 
tained a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  conduct 
unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 

University  Prizes. —  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  E.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor 
provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University 
Register.

.      FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  f  ioo  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the< 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable,  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

These  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  within 
twenty  days  after  registration. 

A  fee  of  $5  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee, 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  State  Scholarships.

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and  J 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students" 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  ii 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  studeni 
certificate. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  two  years  for  graduates  of  2 
college  or  university  and  three  years  for  all  others,  but  time  spent  ir 
the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is  eighteen  years  of  age  cannc 
be  counted. 
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A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (d)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university  must  study  law  for 
hree  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
nonths  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
or  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance, 
rhree  months  of  law  school  vacation  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
aw  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
aw  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
>e  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
'nay  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve 
nonths  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  study  of  law  is  required  to  be  pursued  either  (i)  by  attend- 
ance at  a  law  school  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  or  (2 )  by  the  service  of 
ji  clerkship  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in  the  service 
)f  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  the  state  cannot  be  counted 
oward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules  no  longer 
•equire  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
late  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
:ertificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
capers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
:annot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
:han  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
:he  Regents'  law  student  certificate,  or  the  completion  of  equivalent 
school  work  upon  which  such  certificate  is  issued. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
iscertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1906-1907  begins  Tuesday,  September  25, 
1906,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  20,  1907,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a 
brief  recess  at  Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly 
for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar. 
Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent 
reasons.  * 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Two  Courses.  There  are  two  different  courses  offered  in  the 
College, — one  of  three  years  and  one  of  four  years, — and  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  these  two  courses  are  not  identical.  Appli- 
cants who  have  not  had  at  least  two  years  of  college  work  leading  to 
an  A.B.  degree,  or  some  equivalent  degree,  are  advised  to  prepare 
for  the  four-year  law  course. 

Admission  to  the  Three-Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  of  the  three-year  course  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by 
examination,  as  follows  : 

I.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  class  of  the  three-year 
course  without  examination,  upon  the  presentation  of  satisfactory 
certificates  or  diplomas  : 
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(i)  graduates  of  universities  arid  colleges,  or  students  who- 
have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one 
year  of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing  ;  or 

(2 )  holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  60-count1  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  or 

(3)  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and,  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by 
a  public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  principal  of  the  school 
issuing  the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be 
accompanied  by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the 
course: of  study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of 
work  covered  in  each  subject.  When  a  catalogue  or  circular  is 
issued  by  the  school  this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application. 
Blank  forms  of  certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good  ;  and 
no  one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and  found  seriously 
deficient  will  be  admitted. 

II.  Admission  on  Examination.2  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  three-year  course  who  do  not  present  one  of  the  above  cer-

Admission  to  the  Four-Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least 
seventeen  years  of  age  and  must  offer  the  Elementary  Subjects  and 
also  30  units  from  the  list  of  Advanced  Subjects  (other  than  drawing) 
arranged  in  one  of  the  following  groups ; 

A.  Latin  (18),  Greek  (12)  ;  or 

B.  Latin  (18),  and  either  German  (12),  or  French  (12),  or 
Spanish  (12) ;  or 

C.  One  of  the  following  :  Mathematics  (6),  Physics  (6),  Chem- 
istry (6),  Botany  (6),  Geology  (6),  Zoology  (6),  and  also  two  of  the 
following:  German  (12),  French  (12),  Spanish  (12). 

College,  Regents'  and  school  certificates  or  diplomas  (as  speci- 
fied above)  may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  examinations  in  these  subjects, 
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but  they  must  cover  the  Elementary  Subjects  and  one  of  the  groups 
(A,  B  or  C)  of  the  Advanced  Subjects.  School  certificates  are  not 
accepted  for  English  ;  and  Regents'  certificates  in  English  must 
cover  three  of  the  following  subjects  :  first-year  English,  second- 
year  English,  third-year  English,  fourth-year  English,  English 
Reading. 

All  students  preparing  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Law  are 
strongly  advised  to  meet  the  above  requirements  whether  intending 
to  pursue  the  three-year  or  the  four-year  course. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing*.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  second-year  class  of  either 
course  must  be  one  year  older  than  for  admission  to  the  first-year 
class  of  that  course,  must  meet  the  educational  requirement  specified 
for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year.  Examinations 
upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  year  are  given  at  the  University  in 
September,  beginning  Tuesday  of  registration  week.  (See  Cal- 
endar p.  4. ) 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to 
the  College  as  special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  provided 
they  present  the  New  York  Regents'  law  student  certificate  or  a 
substantial  equivalent.  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only  upon 
written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the  amount 
of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study,  and  accompanied  if 
practicable  with  certificates  from  the  preparatory  school,  law  school, 
or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies  have  been  pursued. 
New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as  special  students  unless 
they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate.  Applicants  are  ad- 
vised to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  before  presenting 
themselves  in  person.  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candi- 
dates for  a  degree  if  they  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before 
the  beginning  of  their  second  year  in  the  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. Seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
of  the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  each 
case,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  their  work  in  the  College  of  Law  and 
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count  it  towards  graduation  in  both  colleges.  Under  this  provision  a 
student  may  complete  a  course  for  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  for  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  ex- 
aminations are  held  by  the  University  at  Ithaca,  and  at  the  Cornell 
Medical  College  in  New  York  City,  in  September.  In  1906  they 
begin  on  Tuesday,  September  18,  and  continue  for  five  days.  Candi- 
dates for  admission  upon  examination  at  Ithaca  must  apply  for  permits 
at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall.  Can- 
didates for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail  their 
papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  25,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  Collage  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (including 
Ithaca),  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at 
the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations, 
address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing-  are  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  1906  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  September  25, 
26  and  27,  as  follows  :  Tuesday,  9  a.  m.  ,  Contract  and  Agency  ;  3  p.  m.  , 
Torts;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m..  Criminal  Law;  3  p.  m.,  Property; 
Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  must  also 
be  taken  by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  subjects 
during  the  preceding  year.  [In  1907  these  examinations  begin  on 
Tuesday,  September  24.] 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions  are  held  on  the 
same  dates,  beginning  September  25,  as  follows,  Tuesday,  9  a.  m., 
Contract ;  Agency  ;  Insurance  ;  Domestic  Relations  and  Persons ;  3 
p.  MY,  Torts;  Equity;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law ;  Surety- 
ship ;  3  p.  m.,  First  Year  Property  ;  Sales;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  First 
Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Second  Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Procedural 
Papers;  3  p.  m.,  Evidence  ;  Probate  Law.  Students  conditioned  in 
any  of  the  above  subjects  must  take  these  examinations  unless  ex-

COURSES   OF    INSTRUCTION 

There  are  two  courses  of  instruction  :  one  extends  through  three 
years  of  nine  months  each ;  the  other  through  four  years  of  nine 
months  each.  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  Instruction  is  carried 
on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  synopses,  by  lec- 
tures and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition 
to  the  courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each 
year  for  courses  of  lectures  and  for  single  lectures  by  eminent 
specialists  in  the  profession. 

THE  THREE-YEAR  COURSE 

This  course  includes  only  subjects  in  law  and  affords  the  student 
only  a  limited  opportunity  for  electing  studies  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  It  is  the  typical  law  school  course  covering  all  the 
main  topics  of  the  law  in  preparation  for  the  active  practice  of  the 
profession.

MATTERS  APPLICABLE  TO  BOTH  COURSES 

The  following  requirements  and  explanations  are  appliable  to 
both  the  three-year  and  the  four-year  courses. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  four-year  course  must  take  during 
the  first  two  years  three  hours  of  physical  training  a  week,— the  first 
year  in  the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  and  the  second 
year  either  in  that  Department  or  in  the  Department  of  Physical 
Culture  as  they   may   elect.     Candidates   for  a  degree  in   the  three- 
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year  course  must  take  during  their  first  year  three  hours  a  week  of 
physical  training  and  may  elect  to  take  it  in  either  Department. 
Women  take  all  their  work  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  CLASS  STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term  and 
papers  are  graded  "excellent,"  "good,"  "pass,"  "condition."  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  law  subjects 
in  any  term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pursuing 
less  than  five  law  subjects  must  pass  at  least  two  of  them  (exclusive 
in  each  case  of  College  Court  work) .  A  student  having  conditions 
in  four  term-subjects  standing  against  him  at  the  end  of  any  year 
cannot  take  examinations  to  remove  them  unless  he  has,  in  an  equal 
number  of  subjects,  credits  of  the  grade  of  "good"  or  "excellent." 
If  he  fails  to  meet  this  requirement  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  he 
must  repeat  that  year  ;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he  ceases  to 
be  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  the  class  in  which  he  is  registered. 
A  senior  who  after  the  September  examinations  has  still  two  condi- 
tions standing  against  him  will  not  be  considered  a  candidate  for 
graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for  the 
removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

COLLEGE  COURT 

The  College  Court  of  the  Junior  Year  is  divided  into  clubs  of  ten 
or  twelve  members  each.  At  each  session  a  case  is  argued  by  two 
attorneys  while  the  rest  of  the  Club,  presided  over  by  a  member  of 
the  Faculty,  act  as  judges.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the 
judges  render  oral  decisions  and  one  or  more  are  then  designated  to 
prepare  written  opinions.  The  briefs  and  opinions  are  filed  with  the 
Librarian.  The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court 
held  by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with 
the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

PRACTICE    DEPARTMENT 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  courses  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  through  three  consecutive  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
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necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law  office 
clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  instructor  devote  their 
entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruction 
in  common  law  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  careful  study 
of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  is  taken  as  a  type 
of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states.  Pleadings 
and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These  papers  are 
discussed  freely  in  the  class-room  by  students  and  professor,  defects, 
pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper  pleading, 
petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The  study  of  the 
Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  application  in  the 
preparation  of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  duplicate,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic 
development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully  read 
and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58 
feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and 
practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious 
lecture  room  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the 
offices  of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  elub 
courts.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommoda- 
tions for  forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  35,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board- 
man,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  The  addition  of  the  Moak  col- 
lection to  the   law  library   makes  the  facilities   not  only  unusually 
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adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity  for 
scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the  Federal 
courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and  in 
English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about 
275,000  volumes  and  48,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students 
in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and 
contests,  but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus. 
A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was-  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  trained 
nurse,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B)  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satis- 
factorily completed  all  the  work  of  either  the  three-year  or  the  four- 

;  year  course.  No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three 
years  of  actual  residence  (or  four  years  if  in  the  four-year  course) 
unless  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  which  case  one  year  of  law 

1  study  elsewhere  may  be  counted  toward  the  time  required. 

Certificate  of  Attendance.     Each  student  who  has  been  in  reg- 

j  ular  attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 

j  not,  may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate 
of  attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance,  and,  if  desired, 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.     The  certificate  of  a  year's  regular 
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attendance,  required  by  bar  examiners,  implies  the  completion  of  a 
full  year's  work  (not  less  than  fourteen  hours  per  week)  of  which  at 
least  nine  hours  per  week  shall  be  in  the  year  for  which  the  certificate 
is  granted.  Students  in  the  four-year  course  will,  therefore,  receive 
upon  the  completion  of  that  course  a  time  certificate  for  three  years; 
but  no  single  year  of  attendance  will  entitle  to  a  time  certificate 
until  the  equivalent  of  fourteen  hours  of  law  work  for  a  year  has 
been  taken. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 


State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award  annu- 
ally as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal  the 
number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at  present 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free 
tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in  certain 
cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen 
scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown  open  to 
competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  of  the  Uni- 
versity, who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree. 
This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  students  in  the 
College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions  regulating  the 
bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate  Scholarships, 
see  the  University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years,  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholarship  may  be 
forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder  has  not  main- 
tained a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  conduct 
unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 

1  Awarded  for  1905-1906  to  Arthur  Brothers  Weber,  Buffalo. 
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University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L,.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor 
provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree.  See  University 
Register. 

The  }86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 
See  University  Register. 

The  y<?4  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any  un- 
dergraduate in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize.  For  rules 
governing  the  contest,  see  the  University  Register. 

The  Guilford  Prize  Essay.  A  prize  founded  by  the  late  James 
B.  Guilford  to  promote  'a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  Knglish 
prose  composition.'     Open  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  Sherman- Bennetl  Prize.  A  prize  founded  by  Philo  Sher- 
man Bennett  for  '  'the  best  essay  discussing  the  principles  of  free 
government."     Open  to  undergraduates. 

FEES   AND   EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable,  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  state  scholarships. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  is  charged  all  students  on  first  entering 
the  University. 

A  fee  of  $10  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 
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Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses : 

Tuition $100  to  $125 

Room,  board,  lights,  fuel  and  laundry 160  to     325 

Text-books 25  to      35 

Total $285  to  $485 

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

APPENDIX  A 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  NEW  YORK  BAR 


The  Rules  and  Statutes  governing  the  subject  of  admission  to 
the  New  York  bar  will  be  found  in  full  in  Danaher's  "Bar  Examina- 
tions" (2d  Ed.). 

The  Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners,  with  dates  of 
holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  F.  M. 
Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-2  Benson  Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  student 
certificate. 

The  Regents'  Law  Strident  Certificate  is  granted  by  the  Re- 
gents of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  passing  the  Regents'  examina- 
tions in  the  following  subjects  :  Advanced  English,  English  Composi- 
tion, First  Year  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  English  His- 
tory, United  States  History,  Civics,  and  Economics,  or,  if  these 
specific  subjects  are  not  offered,  any  36  (45  new  count  system) 
academic  counts.  The  Regents  may  accept  in  lieu  of  examinations 
evidence  of  one  year's  satisfactory  work  in  a  college  or  three  years' 
in  a  high  school  or  academy  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard. 

All  students  (not  graduates  of  a  college  or  university)  intending 
to  take  the  New  York  bar  examinations  should  procure  this  certificate 
and  file  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  before  beginning 
the  study  of  law,  or  within  one  year  thereafter.  The  clerk's  fee  for 
filing  and  returning  a  certified  copy  is  one  dollar. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  (a)  two  years  after  graduation 
for  graduates  of  a  college  or  university  and  (b)  three  full  years  for 
all  others ;  but  time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is 
eighteen  years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  in  either  case. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  {b)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted, 

A  non-graduate  of  a  university  or  college  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
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Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  eight 
months  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such  attendance 
for  less  than  eight  months  counts  only  the  actual  time  of  attendance. 
Three  months  of  law  school  vacation  spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a 
law  office  clerkship,  in  this  state,  no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vaca- 
tion from  the  office,  may  be  counted  toward  the  required  period  of 
law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted. 

The  Place  of  Study  may  be  either  ( i )  at  a  law  school  in  this  state 
or  elsewhere,  or  (2  )  in  a  law  office  within  this  state.  Time  spent  in 
the  service  of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  the  state  cannot  be 
counted  toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study.  The  rules 
no  longer  require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before  admission  to 
the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate,  or  the  completion  of  equivalent 
school  work  upon  which  such  certificate  is  issued. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 


The  college  year  for  1907-1908  begins  Tuesday,  September  24, 
1907,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  18,  1908,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a 
brief  recess  at  Baster.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly 
for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar. 
Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most 
urgent  reasons. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Two  Courses.  There  are  two  different  courses  offered  in  the 
College,— one  of  three  years  and  one  of  four  years,— and  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  these  two  courses  are  not  identical.  Appli- 
cants who  have  not  had  at  least  two  years  of  college  work  leading  to 
an  A.B.  degree,  or  some  equivalent  degree,  are  advised  to  prepare 
for  the  four-year  law  course. 

Admission  to  the  Three-Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  of  the  three-year  course  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by 
examination,  as  follows: 

I.  Admission  on  Diploma  or  Certificate.  The  following 
applicants  will  be  admitted  to  the  first-year  class  of  the  three-year 
course  without  examination,  upon  the  presentation  of  satisfactory 
certificates  or  diplomas : 
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(i)  graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who 
have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one 
year  of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing  ;  or 

(2)  holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  60-count1  academic 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  or 

(3)  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and,  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by 
a  public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  principal  of  the  school 
issuing  the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be 
accompanied  by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the 
course  of  study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of 
work  covered  in  each  subject.  When  a  catalogue  or  circular  is 
issued  by  the  school  this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application. 
Blank  forms  of  certificate  may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good  ;  and 
no  one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and  found  seriously  defi- 
cient will  be  admitted. 

II.  Admission  on  Examination.2  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  three-year  course  who  do  not  present  one  of  the  above  cer- 
tificates are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  four  ele- 

1  Up  to  June,  1906,  a  year's  high  school  work  of  15  lessons  a  week  has  earned 
12  Regents'  counts  ;  after  that  date  a  year's  high  school  work  of  18  lessons  a  week 
will  earn  18  Regents'  counts,  and  the  60-count  certificate  will  be  increased  by  6 
counts  for  each  year  thereafter.

Admission  to  the  Four-Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least 
seventeen  years  of  age  and  must  offer  the  Elementary  Subjects  and 
also  30  units  from  the  list  of  Advanced  Subjects. 

College,  Regents'  and  school  certificates  or  diplomas  (as  speci- 
fied above)  may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  examinations  in  these  subjects, 
but  they  must  cover  the  Elementary  Subjects  and  30  units  from  the 
Advanced  Subjects.  School  certificates  are  not  accepted  for  English  ; 
and  Regents'  certificates  in  English  must  cover  three  of  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  first-year  English,  second-year  English,  third-year 
English,  fourth-year  English,  English  Reading. 

All  students  preparing  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Law  are 
strongly  advised  to  meet  the  above  requirements  whether  intending 
to  pursue  the  three-year  or  the  four-year  course. 
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Admission  to  Advanced  Standing-.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  second-year  class  of  either 
course  must  be  one  year  older  than  for  admission  to  the  first-year 
class  of  that  course,  must  meet  the  educational  requirements  specified 
for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  law  work  of  the  first  year.  Examinations 
upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first-year  are  given  at  the  University  in 
September,  beginning  Tuesday  of  registration  week.  (See  Cal- 
endar p.  4. ) 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to 
the  College  as  special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  provided 
they  present  the  New  York  Regents'  law  student  certificate  or  a 
substantial  equivalent.  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only  upon 
written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the  amount 
of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study,  and  accompanied  if 
parcticable  with  certificates  from  the  preparatory  school,  law  school, 
or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies  have  been  pursued. 
New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as  special  students  unless 
they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate.  Applicants  are 
advised  to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  before  presenting 
themselves  in  person.  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candi- 
dates for  a  degree  if  they  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before 
the  beginning  of  their  second  year  in  the  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  Colleg-e  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. Seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
of  the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  each 
case,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  their  work  in  the  College  of  Law  and 
count  it  towards  graduation  in  both  colleges.  Under  this  provision  a 
student  may  complete  a  course  for  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  for  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  exam- 
inations are  held  by  the  University  at  Ithaca,  and  at  the  Cornell 
Medical  College  in  New  York  City,  in  September.  In  1907  they 
begin  on  Monday,  September  16,  and  continue  for  five  days.  Candi- 
dates for  admission  upon  examination  at  Ithaca  must  apply  for  per- 
mits at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 
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Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail 
their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  24,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (including 
Ithaca),  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at 
the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations, 
address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board \ 
Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing  are  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  1907  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  September  24, 
25  and  26,  as  follows  :  Tuesday,  9  a.  m.,  Contract  and  Agency  ;  3  p.m., 
Torts;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law;  3  p.  m  ,  Property; 
Thursday,  9  a.  m..  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations  must  also 
be  taken  by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  subjects  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year.  [In  1908  these  examinations  begin  on  Tues- 
day, September  29.] 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions  are  held  on  the 
same  dates,  beginning  September  24,  as  follows:  Tuesday,  9  a.  m., 
Contract ;  Agency  ;  Insurance  ;  Domestic  Relations  and  Persons  ;  3 
p.  m.,  Torts;  Equity;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law  ;  Surety- 
ship ;  3  p.  m.,  First  Year  Property  ;  Sales  ;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  First 
Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Second  Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Procedural 
Papers  ;  3  p.  m.,  Evidence  ;  Probate  Law.  Students  conditioned  in 
any  of  the  above  subjects  must  take  these  examinations  unless  ex- 
cused for  cause.  In  cases  of  conflict  students  must  take  first-year 
subjects  before  taking  junior  subjects. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

There  are  two  courses  of  instruction :  one  extends  through 
three  years  of  nine  months  each ;  the  other  through  four  years  of 
nine  months  each.  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.     Instruction  is  carried 
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on  by  the  study  of  selected  cases,  text-books,  and  synopses,  by  lee 
tures  and  exposition,  and  by  colloquy  and  discussion.  In  addition 
to  the  courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each 
year  for  courses  of  lectures  and  for  single  lectures  by  eminent 
specialists  in  the  profession. 

THE  THREE-YEAR  COURSE 

This  course  includes  only  subjects  in  law  and  affords  the  student 
only  a  limited  opportunity  for  electing  studies  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  It  is  the  typical  law  school  course  covering  all  the 
main  topics  of  the  law  in  preparation  for  the  active  practice  of  the 
profession.

MATTERS  APPLICABLE  TO  BOTH  COURSES 

The  following  requirements  and  explanations  are  applicable  to 
both  the  three-year  and  the  four-year  courses. 

PHYSICAL,  CULTURE 

Candidate's  for  a  degree  in  the  four-year  course  must  take  during 
the  first  two  years  three  hours  of  physical  training  a  week,— the  first 
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year  in  the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  and  the  second 
year  either  in  that  Department  or  in  the  Department  of  Physical 
Culture  as  they  may  elect.  Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  three- 
year  course  must  take  during  their  first  year  three  hours  a  week  of 
physical  training  and  may  elect  to  take  it  in  either  Department. 
Women  take  all  their  work  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  CLASS  STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term  and 
papers  are  graded  "excellent,"  "  good,"  "  pass,"  "condition."  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  law  subjects 
in  any  term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pursuing 
less  than  five  law  subjects  must  pass.at  least  two  of  them  (exclusive 
in  each  case  of  College  Court  work) .  A  student  having  conditions 
in  four  term-subjects  standing  against  him  at  the  end  of  any  year 
cannot  take  examinations  to  remove  them  unless  he  has,  in  an  equal 
number  of  subjects,  credits  of  the  grade  of  "good  "  or  "  excellent." 
If  he  fails  to  meet  this  requirement  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  he 
must  repeat  that  year  ;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he  ceases  to 
be  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  the  class  in  which  he  is  registered. 
A  senior  who  after  the  September  examinations  has  more  than  two 
conditions  standing  against  him  will  not  be  considered  a  candidate 
for  graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for  the 
removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

COLLEGE  COURT 

The  College  Court  of  the  Junior  Year  is  divided  into  clubs  of  ten 
or  twelve  members  each.  At  each  session  a  case  is  argued  by  two 
attorneys  while  the  rest  of  the  club,  presided  over  by  a  member  of 
the  Faculty,  act  as  judges.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the 
judges  render  oral  decisions  and  one  or  more  are  then  designated  to 
prepare  written  opinions.  The  briefs  and  opinions  are  filed  with  the 
Librarian.  The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court 
held  by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity 
with  the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
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PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT1 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  courses  of  study  the  subject 
of  Civil  Procedure  extends  through  three  consecutive  years.  As 
most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law 
office  clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  instructor  devote 
their  entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruc- 
tion in  common  law  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  careful 
study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  is  taken  as  a 
type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states. 
Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These 
papers  are  discussed  freely  by  students  and  professor,  defects  pointed 
out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper  pleading,  petition 
or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The  study  of  the  Code  is 
accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  application  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  duplicate,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic 
development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully  read 
and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of 

»  Rule  VI  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  (taking  effect  July 
i,  1907)  is  as  follows  : 

The  Board  will  divide  the  subjects  of  examination  into  two  groups,  as  fol- 
lows :  Group  1,  Pleading  and  Practice  and  Evidence  ;  Group  2,  Substantive  Law.

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the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58 
feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and 
practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious 
lecture  rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are 
the  offices  of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  club 
courts.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommoda- 
tions for  forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  37,500  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board- 
man,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College.  The  addition  of  the  Moak  col- 
lection to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually 
adequate  to  the  nee'ds  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  con- 
nection with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity 
for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the  Fed- 
eral courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and 
in  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about 
325,000  volumes  and  50,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students 
in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  large  and  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers, 
baths,  lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten 
acres,  known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and 
contests,  but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus. 
A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  trained 
nurse,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 
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DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B)  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satis- 
factorily completed  all  the  work  of  either  the  three-year  or  the  four- 
year  course.  No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three 
years  of  actual  residence  (or  four  years  if  in  the  four-year  course) 
unless  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  which  case  one  year  of  law  j 
study  elsewhere  may  be  counted  toward  the  time  required. 

Certificate  of  Attendance.     Each  student  who  has  been  in  regu- 
lar attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 
not,  may,   on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certifi- 
cate of  attendance,  which  states  the  time   of  his  attendance,  and,  if: 
desired,  the  degree  of  his  attainments.     The   certificate  of  a  year's  A 
satisfactory  attendance  required  by  Bar  examiners,  implies  not  only 
regular  attendance  upon  but  the  successful  completion  of  the  pre-  | 
scribed  course  of  instruction  for  a  full  year   (not  less  than  twelve  ! 
hours  per  week).     Students  in  the  four-year  course  will  therefore 
receive  no   time  certificate  for  the  first  year,  but  will  after  regular 
attendance  and  on  the  successful  completion  of  that  course  receive 
a  time  certificate  for  three  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 
State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University  ' 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award 
annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal 
the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at 
present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder 
to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in 
certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  Albany, 
N.  Y. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special 
examination,  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year, 
eighteen  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown 
open  to  competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  of 
the  University,  who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first 
degree.  This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  stu- 
dents in  the  College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions 
regulating  the  bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate 
Scholarships,  see  the  University  Register. 
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Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June 
to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years,  has,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the  College 
I  of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the 
same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholarship  may  be 
forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder  has  not  main- 
tained a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  conduct 
unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 

University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor 
provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first    degree. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 

The  'Q4  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any  un- 
dergraduate in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize. 

The  Guilford  Prize  Essay.  A  prize  founded  by  the  late  James 
B.  Guilford  to  promote  "a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  English 
prose  composition. "     Open  to  all  undergraduates. 

.  The  Sherman- Bennett  Prize.  A  prize  founded  by  Philo  Sher- 
man Bennett  for  "the  best  essay  discussing  the  principles  of  free 
government."     Open  to  undergraduates. 

(A  special  pamphlet  on  prizes  may  be  obtained  from  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  University.) 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $roo  a  year,  payable,  #55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.     The  fee  for

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special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable,  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 
Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  state  scholarships. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  is  charged  all  students  on  first  entering 
the  University. 

A  fee  of  $10  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Expenses.     The    following    is   a    fair   estimate    of    the    yearl 
expenses  : 

Tuition $100  to  $125 

Room,  board,  lights,  fuel  and  laundry 160  to    325 

Text-books 25  to      35 

Total $285  to  $485 

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.     By  the  formation  of  clubs,  studen 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

APPENDIX  A 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  NEW  YORK  BAR 


The  Rules  governing  the  subject  of  admission  to  the  New  York 
bar  with  dates  of  holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  F.  M.  Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-2  Bensen 
Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  student 
certificate. 

The  Regents'  Law  Student  Certificate  is  granted  by  the  Re- 
gent of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  passing  the  Regents'  examina- 
tions in  the  following  subjects  :  Advanced  English,  English  Composi- 
tion, First  Year  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  English  His- 
tory, United  States  History,  Civics,  and  Economics,  or,  if  these 
specific  subjects  are  not  offered,  any  36  (45  new  count  system) 
academic  counts.  The  Regents  may  accept  in  lieu  of  examinations 
evidence  of  one  year's  satisfactory  work  in  a  college  or  four  years' 
in  a  high  school  or  academy  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard. 

All  students  (not  graduates  of  a  college  or  university)  intending 
to  take  the  New  York  bar  examinations  should  procure  this  certificate 
and  file  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  before  beginning 
the  study  of  law,  or  within  one  year  thereafter.  The  clerk's  fee  for 
filing  and  returning  a  certified  copy  is  one  dollar. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  (a)  two  years  after  graduation 
for  graduates  of  a  college  or  university  and  (b)  three  full  years  for 
all  others;  but  time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student  is 
eighteen  years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  in  either  case. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  {a )  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (d)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  university  or  college  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
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Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  thirty- 
two  school  weeks  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such 
attendance  for  less  than  thirty-two  school  weeks  counts  only  the 
actual  time  of  attendance.  Three  months  of  law  school  vacation 
spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a  law  office  clerkship,  in  this  State,  no 
part  of  which  is  taken  for  vacation  from  the  office,  may  be  counted 
toward  the  required  period  of  law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  canuo 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  yea: 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted.  The  service  of  such  clerkshi] 
must  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  attorney  with  whom  it  wa: 
served  to  the  effect  that  during  the  entire  period  of  such  clerkship 
except  during  the  stated  vacation  time,  the  applicant  was  actually 
employed  by  said  attorney  as  a  regular  law  clerk  and  student  in  his 
law  office,  and,  under  his  direction  and  advice,  engaged  in  the  prac 
tical  work  of  the  office  during  the  usual  business  hours  of  the  day. 

The  Place  of  Study  may  be  either  (i)  at  a  law  school  in  this 
State  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  in  a  law  office  within  this  State.  Time 
spent  in  the  service  of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  the  State 
cannot  be  counted  toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study, 
The  rules  no  longer  require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before 
admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  th 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney' 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  N< 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  3^ear  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate,  or  the  completion  of  equivalent 
school  work  upon  which  such  certificate  is  issued. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 


The  college  year  for  1908-1909  begins  Tuesday,  September  29, 
1908,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  17,  1909,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a 
brief  recess  at  Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves  promptly 
for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in  the  calendar. 
Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only  for  the  most  urgent 
reasons. 

TWO  COURSES 

There  are  two  different  courses  offered  in  the  College, — one  of 
three  years  and  one  of  four  years.  Applicants  who  have  not  had  at 
least  two  years  of  college  work  leading  to  an  A.  B.  degree,  or  to  some 
equivalent  degree,  are  strongly  advised  to  pursue  the  four-year 
course. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First  Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  first-year  class  of  the  three-year  course  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  to  the  four-year  course  seventeen  years  of  age. 
In  either  case  they  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at  least 
equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  The  educational  requirements 
may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  examina- 
tion. Applicants  in  September  1909  and  prior  thereto,  may  at  their 
option  offer  either  requirements  heretofore  demanded,  designated 
below  as  "  old  requirements",  or  those  established  in  1907,  desig- 
nated below  as  "  new  requirements  ". 
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OLD  REQUIREMENTS 

To  the  Three-Year  Course.  I.  Admission  on  Diploma  or 
Certificate.  The  following  applicants  will  be  admitted  to  the 
first-year  class  of  the  three-year  course  without  examination,  upon 
the  presentation  of  satisfactory  certificates  and  diplomas  : 

(i )  graduates  of  universities  and  colleges,  or  students  who  have 
met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily  completed  one  year 
of  study  in  any  university  or  college  of  approved  standing  ;  or 

(2)  holders  of  an  academic  diploma,  or  any  60-count  (old  style) 
academic  certificate,  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New 
York  ;  or 

(3)  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies  of  approved  stand- 
ing in  a  course  of  not  less  than  four  years,  or,  if  less  than  four  years, 
including  the  examination  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the 
College,  or  their  substantial  equivalents,  and,  in  either  case,  recom- 
mended by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  or  academy  issuing  the 
certificate  or  diploma  for  admission  without  examination. 

II.  Admission  on  Examination.  Applicants  for  admission  to 
the  three-year  course  who  do  not  present  one  of  the  above  certifi- 
cates are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  four  ele- 
mentary subjects  (English,  Plane  Geometry,  Elementary  Algebra 
and  one  of  the  four  divisions  of  History) ,  and  also  in  any  combina- 
tion of  Advanced  Subjects  aggregating  30  units.  The  term  "unit  " 
as  here  used  is  not  the  same  as  the  "  unit  "  in  the  new  requirements. 
The  figures  denote  the  relative  weight  of  subjects.

To  the  Four- Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the 
first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least  seventeen 
years  of  age  and  must  offer  the  Elementary  Subjects  and  also  30 
units  from  the  list  of  Advanced  Subjects. 

College,  Regents'  and  school  certificates  or  diplomas  (as  speci- 
fied above)  may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  examinations  in  these  subjects, 
but  they  must  cover  the  Elementary  Subjects  and  30  units  from  the 
Advanced  Subjects.  School  certificates  are  not  accepted  for  English  ; 
and  Regents'  certificates  in  English  must  cover  three  of  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  first-year  English,  second-year  English,  third-year 
English,  fourth-year  English,  English  Reading. 

NEW  REQUIREMENTS 

To  Either  Course.  Applicants  may  offer  either  A,BorCas 
below : 

A.  Fifteen  units  arranged  as  follows:  English  (3),  History 
(1),  Elementary  Algebra  A  (1),  Plane  Geometry  (ij,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages (4),  elective  (5).

university  or  college  of  approved  standing. 

Certificates.  College,  Regents'  and  school  certificates  or 
diplomas  may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  examinations  in  entrance  sub- 
jects, but  school  certificates  are  not  accepted  for  English,  and 
Regents'  certificates  in  English  must  cover  three  of  the  following 
subjects  :  first-year  English,  second-year  English,  third-year  English, 
fourth-year  English,  English  Reading.  Applications  for  admission 
on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a  public  or  private  high  school 
or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Univer- 
sity by  the  principal  of  the  school  issuing  the  diploma  and  not  by  the 
candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  full  and  specific 
information  with  regard  to  the  course  of  study,  the  time  given  to 
each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered  in  each  subject.  When 
a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school  this  should  also  be 
filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of  certificate  may  be  obtained 
of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 

JFor  a  full  statement  of  the  requirements  in  each  subject  see  the  University 
Register  for  1907-1908  (pp.  33-55)  which  may  be  obtained  without  charge  by  ad- 
dressing The  Registrar,  Cornell  University,  Ithaca   N   Y 
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admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be 
regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good  ;  and 
no  one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and  found  seriously' defi- 
cient will  be  admitted. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing:.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  second-year  class  of  either 
course  must  be  one  year  older  than  for  admission  to  the  first-year 
class  of  that  course,  must  meet  the  educational  requirements  specified 
for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  law  work  of  the  first  year.  Examinations 
upon  all  the  subjects  of  the  first-year  are  given  at  the  University  in 
September,  beginning  Tuesday  of  registration  week.  (See  Cal- 
endar p.  4.) 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to 
the  College  as  special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  provided 
they  present  the  New  York  Regents'  law  student  certificate  or  a 
substantial  equivalent.  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only  upon 
written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the  amount 
of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study,  and  accompanied  if 
practicable  with  certificates  from  the  preparatory  school,  law  school, 
or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies  have  been  pursued. 
New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as  special  students  unless 
they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate.  Applicants  are 
.  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  before  presenting 
themselves  in  person.  Special  students  may  be  admitted  as  candi- 
dates for  a  degree  if  they  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before 
the  beginning  of  their  second  year  in  the  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. Seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
of  the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  each 
case,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  their  work  in  the  College  of  Law  and 
count  it  towards  graduation  in  both  colleges.  Under  this  provision  a 
student  may  compete  a  course  for  the  degree  of  A.  B.  and  for  the 
degree  of  LL.  B.  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.  Entrance  exam- 
inations are  held  by  the  University   at   Ithaca,    and   at   the   Cornell 
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Medical  College  in  New  York  City,  in  September.  In  1908  they 
begin  on  Monday,  September  21,  and  continue  for  five  days.  Candi- 
dates for  admission  upon  examination  at  Ithaca  must  apply  for  per- 
mits at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill  Hall. 
Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  mail 
their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  registration  day. 
Students  whose  certificates  or  examinations  are  satisfactory  should 
register  on  Tuesday,  September  29,  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  and 
should  then  present  their  registration  cards  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (including 
Ithaca),  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  at 
the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these  examinations, 
address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing  are  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  1908  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  September  29, 
30  and  October  1,  as  follows:  Tuesday,  9  a.  m.,  Contract  and 
Agency  ;  3  p.  m.,  Torts  ;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law  ;  3  p.  m., 
Property;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  Civil  Procedure.  These  examinations 
must  also  be  taken  by  students  conditioned  in  any  of  the  above  sub- 
jects during  the  preceding  year.  [In  1909  these  examinations  begin 
on  Tuesday,  September  28.] 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions  are  held  on  the 
same  dates,  beginning  September  29,  as  follows;  Tuesday,  9  a.  m., 
Contract ;  Agency ;  Insurance ;  Domestic  Relations  and  Persons ;  3 
p.  M.,  Torts  ;  Equity  ;  Wednesday,  9  a.  m.,  Criminal  Law;  Surety- 
ship ;  3  p.  m.,  First  Year  Property  ;  Sales  ;  Thursday,  9  a.  m.,  First 
Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Second  Year  Civil  Procedure  ;  Procedural 
Papers;  3  p.  m.,  Evidence;  Probate  Law.  Students  conditioned  in 
any  of  the  above  subjects  must  take  these  examinations  unless  ex- 
cused for  cause.  In  case  of  conflict  students  must  take  first-year 
subjects  before  taking  junior  subjects. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

There  are  two  courses  of  instruction  :  one  extends  through  three 
years  of  nine  months  each  ;  the  other   through   four  years   of   nine 
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months  each.  The  object  of  the  College  is  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Anglo-American  law,  both 
the  substantive  law  and  the  law  of  procedure.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  by  the  resident  Faculty,  provision  is  made  each  year 
for  courses  of  lectures  and  for  single  lectures  by  eminent  specialists 
in  the  profession. 

THE   THREE-YEAR  COURSE 

This  course  includes  only  subjects  in  law  and  affords  the  student 
only  a  limited  opportunity  for  electing  studies  in  the  College  of  Art9 
and  Sciences.  It  is  the  typical  law  school  course  covering  all  the 
main  topics  of  the  law  in  preparation  for  the  active  practice  of  the 
profession.

MATTERS  APPLICABLE  TO  BOTH  COURSES 

The  following  requirements  and  explanations  are  applicable  to 
both  the  three-year  and  the  four-year  courses. 

PHYSICAL    CULTURE 

Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  four-year  course  must  take  during 
the  first  two  years  three  hours  of  physical  training  a  week,-the  first 
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year  in  the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  and  the 
second  year  either  in  that  Department  or  in  the  Department  of  Phys- 
cal  Culture  as  they  may  elect.  Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  three- 
year  course  must  take  during  their  first  year  three  hours  a  week  of 
physical  training  and  may  elect  to  take  it  in  either  Department. 
Women  take  all  their  work  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture. 
Drill  and  physical  training  are  not  required  of  college  graduates. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  CLASS  STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term  and 
papers  are  graded  ''excellent,"  "  good,"  "pass,"  "condition."  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  subjects  in 
any  term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pursuing 
less  than  five  subjects  must  pass  at  least  two  of  them  (exclusive 
in  each  case  of  College  Court  work  and  Brief-Making).  A  student 
having  conditions  in  four  term-subjects  standing  against  him  at  the 
end  of  any  year  cannot  take  examinations  to  remove  them  unless  he 
has,  in  an  equal  number  of  subjects,  credits  of  the  grade  of  "  good  " 
or  "  excellent."  If  he  fails  to  meet  this  requirement  at  the  end  of 
the  first  year  he  must  repeat  that  year;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second 
year,  he  ceases  to  be  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  the  class  in  which 
he  is  registered.  A  senior  who  after  the  September  examinations  has 
more  than  two  conditions  standing  against  him  will  not  be  considered 
a  candidate  for  graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for 
the  removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT1 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  courses  of  study  the  subject 
of   Civil  Procedure  extends  through  three  consecutive  years.     As 

1  Rule  VI  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  (taking-  effect  July 
I,  1907,  is  as  follows  : 

The  Board  will  divide  the  subjects  of  examination  into  two  groups,  as  fol- 
lows :  Group  1,  Pleading  and  Practice  and  Evidence;  Group  2,  Substantive  Uw. 
Each  applicant  will  be  required  to  obtain  not  only  the  requisite  standard  on  his 
entire  paper  but  also  in  Group  1  to  entitle  him  to  a  certificate  from  the  Board.  If 
he  obtains  the  required  standard  on  his  entire  paper  but  fails  to  obtain  the  same 
in  Group  1,  he  will  receive  a  pass  card  for  Group  2  and  will  not  be  required  to  be 
re-examined  therein.  He  will  be  re-examined  in  Group  1  at  any  subsequent  ex- 
amination foi  which  he  gives  notice  as  required  by  these  rules. 
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most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  practice 
without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has  become 
necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in  pleading 
and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during  his  law 
office  clerkship.  To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  instructor  devote 
their  entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  procedure.  The  instruc- 
tion in  common  law  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by  a  careful 
study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  is  taken  as  a 
type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the  states. 
Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students.  These 
papers  are  discussed  freely  by  students  and  professor,  defects  pointed 
out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper  pleading,  petition 
or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The  study  of  the  Code  is 
accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  application  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  duplicate,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic 
development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully  read 
and  criticised  before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those 
which  present  an  opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for 
argument  and  discussion  in  the  class-room. 

The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court  held  by 
the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted  and 
defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with  the 
procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on 
the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure 
than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  o 
the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure  202  by  58. 
feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  an 
practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious 
lecture  rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor 
the  offices  of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  clu 
courts.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with  accommoda- 
tions for  forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred  readers. 
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Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
about  38,500  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Board- 
man  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  dean  of  the  College.  The  addition  of  the  Moak 
collection  to  the  law  library  makes  the  facilities  not  only  unusually 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  undergraduate  students,  but  also,  in  con- 
nection with  the  University  library,  affords  extensive  opportunity 
for  scholarly  research  by  advanced  students.  In  reports  of  the  Fed- 
eral courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and 
in  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law 
library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking 
countries  are  largely  represented.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full 
complement  of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  sub- 
stantially all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about 
340,000  volumes  and  51,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students 
in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  also  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  well  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers,  baths, 
lavatories,  etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten  acres, 
known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests, 
but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus.  A  phy- 
sical examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of 
Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a  trained 
nurse,  and  is  open  to  all  students. 

DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.  B. )  is  conferred 
upon  all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satis- 
factorily completed  all  the  work  of  either  the  three-year  or  the  four- 
year  course.  No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three 
years  of  actual  residence  (or  four  years  if  in  the  four-year  course)

unless  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  which  case  one  year  of  law 
study  elsewhere  may  be  counted  toward  the  time  required. 

Certificate  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  reg- 
ular attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 
not,  may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certifi- 
cate of  attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance,  and,  if 
desired,  the  degree  of  his  attainments.  The  certificate  of  a  year's 
satisfactory  attendance  required  by  Bar  examiners,  implies  not  only 
regular  attendance  upon  but  the  successful  completion  of  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  instruction  for  a  full  year  (not  less  than  twelve 
hours  per  week).  Students  in  the  four-year  course  will  therefore 
receive  no  time  certificate  for  the  first  year,  but  will  after  regular 
attendance  and  on  the  successful  completion  of  that  course  receive  a 
time  certificate  for  three  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award 
annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal 
the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at 
present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder 
to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in 
certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships,  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  Albany 
N.  Y. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special 
examination,  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year, 
eighteen  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown 
open  to  competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  of 
the  University,  who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first 
degree.  This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  stu- 
dents in  the  College  of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions 
regulating  the  bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate 
Scholarships,  see  the  University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass 
Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in 
June  to  the  junior  who  during  the  preceding  two  years,  has,  in  the 
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judgment  of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in  the 
College  of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  pay- 
able in  the  same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholar- 
ship may  be  forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder 
has  not  maintained  a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of 
any  conduct  unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 

University  Prizes.— The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English 
oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competi- 
tor provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded  annually 
in  May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  follow- 
ing year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 

The  'g4  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any  un- 
dergraduate in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize. 

The  Guilford  Prize  Essay.  A  prize  founded  by  the  late  James 
B.  Guilford  to  promote  "a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  English 
prose  composition."     Open  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  Sherman-Bennett  Prize.  A  prize  founded  by  Philo  Sher- 
man-Bennett for  "the  best  essay  discussing  the  principles  of  free 
government."     Open  to  undergraduates. 

(A  special  pamphlet  on  prizes  may  be  obtained  from  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  University. ) 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $ioo  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable,  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  state  scholarships.

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A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  is  charged  all  students  on  first  entering 
the  University. 

A  fee  of  $10  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses :

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon  his 
personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel  and 
lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  students 
often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents' 'law  student 
certificate. 

The  Regents'  Law  Student  Certificate  is  granted  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  passing  the  Regents'  examin- 
ations in  the  following  subjects  ;  Advanced  English,  English  Compo- 
sition, First  Year  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  English 
History,  United  States  History,  Civics,  and  Economics,  or,  if  these 
specific  subjects  are  not  offered,  any  36  (45  new  count  system) 
academic  counts.  The  Regents  may  accept  in  lieu  of  examinations 
evidence  of  one  year's  satisfactory  work  in  a  college  or  four  years' 
in  a  high  school  or  academy  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard. 

All  students  (not  graduates  of  a  college  or  university)  intending 
to  take  the  New  York  bar  examinations  should  procure  this  certifi- 
cate and  file  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  before  begin- 
ning the  study  of  law,  or  within  one  year  thereafter.  The  clerk's 
fee  for  filing  and  returning  a  certified  copy  is  one  dollar. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  (a)  two  years  after  gradua- 
tion for  graduates  of  a  college  or  university  and  (b)  three  full  years 
for  all  others  ;  but  time  spent  in  the  study  of  law  before  the  student 
is  eighteen  years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  in  either  case. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  '(a)  for  two  years  after 
graduation  or  (6)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

A  non-graduate  of  a  university  or  college  must  study  law  for 
three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
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Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  thirty- 
two  school  weeks  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  stndy.  Such 
attendance  for  less  than  thirty-two  school  weeks  counts  only  the 
actual  time  of  attendance.  Three  months  of  law  school  vacation 
spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a  law  office  clerkship,  in  this  State,  no 
part  of  which  is  taken  for  vacation  from  the  office,  may  be  counted 
toward  the  required  period  of  law  studv. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve 
months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of 
law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted.  The  service  of  such  clerkship 
must  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  attorney  with  whom  it  was 
served  to  the  effect  that  during  the  entire  period  of  such  clerkship, 
except  during  the  stated  vacation  time,  the  applicant  was  actually 
employed  by  said  attorney  as  a  regular  law  clerk  and  student  in  his 
law  office,  and,  under  his  direction  and  advice,  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tical work  of  the  office  during  the  usual  business  hours  of  the  day. 

The  Place  of  Study  may  be  either  (i)  at  a  law  school  in  this 
State  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  in  a  law  office  within  this  State.  Time 
spent  in  the  service  of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  the  State 
cannot  be  counted  toward  making  the  required  period  of  law  study. 
The  rules  no  longer  require  any  service  of  office  clerkship  before 
admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study,  by  law 
school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office  for  more 
than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents'  examination  for 
the  Regents'  law  student  certificate,  or  the  completion  of  equivalent 
school  work  upon  which  such  certificate  is  issued. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may  be 
ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

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THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1909-1910  begins  Tuesday,  September  28, 
1909,  and  closes  Thursday,  June  23,  1910,  and  is  divided  into  two 
terms  with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and 
a  brief  recess  at  Easter.  Students  should  present  themselves 
promptly  for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  purpose  in 
the  calendar.  Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted  only 
for  the  most  urgent  reasons. 

TWO   COURSES 

There  are  two  different  courses  offered  in  the  College,  one  of 
four  years  and  one  of  three  years.  Applicants  who  have  not  had 
at  least  two  years  of  college  work  leading  to  an  A.  B.  degree,  or  to 
some  equivalent  degree,  are  strongly  advised  to  pursue  the  four- 
year  course. 

ADMISSION   TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First  Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least 
seventeen  years  of  age,  to  the  three-year  course  eighteen  years  of 
age.  In  either  case  they  must  have  had  a  previous  education  at 
least  equivalent  to  a  high  school  course.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by 
examination.  Applicants  in  September  1909  and  prior  thereto, 
may  at  their  option  offer  either  the  requirements  heretofore  de- 
manded, designated  below  as  "old  requirements,"  or  those  estab- 
lished in  1907,  designated  below  as  "new  requirements." 
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OLD    REQUIREMENTS 

To  the  Four-Year  Course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the 
first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least  seventeen 
years  of  age  and  must  offer  the  Elementary  Subjects  specified 
below  and  also  30  units  selected  from  the  subjoined  list  of  Ad- 
vanced Subjects.

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for 
any  reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  re- 
quired for  admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned 
will  not  be  regarded  as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is 
made  good;  and  no  one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and 
found  seriously  deficient  will  be  admitted. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  as  members  of  the  second-year  class  of  either 
course  must  be  one  year  older  than  for  admission  to  the  first-year 
class  of  that  course,  must  meet  the  educational  requirements 
specified  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class,  and  must  before  ad- 
mission to  the  second-year  class  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  work  of  the  first  year.  Examinations  upon  all  law  sub- 
jects of  the  first-year  are  given  at  the  University  in  September 
beginning  Tuesday  of  registration  week.     (See  Calendar  p.  4.) 

Admission  as  Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  twenty 
years  of  age  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted  to 
the  College  as  special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree  pro- 
vided they  present  the  New  York  Regents'  law  student  certificate 
or  a  substantial  equivalent.  This  privilege  will  be  granted  only 
upon  written  application  specifying  the  age  of  the  applicant  the 
amount  of  preparatory  study,  or  of  previous  law  study    and  ac- 
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companied  if  practicable  with  certificates  from  the  preparatory- 
school,  law  school,  or  attorney,  under  whose  direction  such  studies 
have  been  pursued.  New  York  students  will  not  be  admitted  as 
special  students  unless  they  present  a  Regents'  law  student  cer- 
tificate. Applicants  are  advised  to  correspond  with  the  Dean  of 
the  College  before  presenting  themselves  in  person.  Special 
students  may  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree  if  they 
satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  before  the  beginning  of  their 
second  year  in  the  College. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Seniors  in  good  standing  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of 
the  University  are  allowed,  with  permission  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in 
each  case,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  their  work  in  the  College  of 
Law  and  count  it  towards  graduation  in  both  colleges.  Under 
this  provision  a  student  may  complete  a  course  for  the  degree  of 
A.  B.  and  for  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  six  years. 

Time  and  Place  of  Entrance  Examinations.    Entrance  exam-4 
inations  are  held  by  the  University  at  Ithaca,  and  at  the  Cornell 
Medical  College  in  New  York  City,  in  September.     In  1909  they 
begin  on  Monday,  September  20,  and  continue  for  five  days.    Can- 
didates for  admission  upon  examination  at  Ithaca  must  apply  for  | 
permits  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  Morrill 
Hall.    Candidates  for  admission  upon  diploma  or  certificate  should  I 
mail  their  papers  to  the  Registrar  for  examination  before  regis- 
tration  day.     Students  whose   certificates   or   examinations    are 
satisfactory   should   register   on   Tuesday,    September   28,   at   the 
office  of  the  Registrar,  and  should  then  present  their  registration 
cards  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  Boardman  Hall. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland  holds  examinations  in  the  subjects  required 
above  in  June  of  each  year  at  various  convenient  points  (includ- 
ing Ithaca),  and  its  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examina- 
tions at  the  University.  For  further  information  as  to  these 
examinations,  address  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Ex- 
amination Board,  Sub-Station  84,  New  York  City.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

There  are  two  courses  of  instruction;  one  extends  through 
four  years  of  nine  months  each;  the  other  through  three  years  of 
nine  months  each.  The  four-year  course  is  designed  primarily 
for  those  students  who  have  only  the  preparation  afforded  by  the 
high  schools  and  preparatory  schools.  The  tirst  year  of  this 
course  includes  a  single  law  subject— Tort.  The  remainder  of 
the  work  of  the  first  year  is  in  courses  given  in  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.1  The  three-year  course  is  designed  primarily 
for  college  graduates  and  for  those  who  have  completed  at  least 
one  year  of  college  work.  It  includes  only  law  subjects,  with  a 
limited  opportunity  for  electing  subjects  in  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Until  September  1911  it  will  remain  open  to  those  presenting  the 
entrance  requirements  for  the  four-year  course  and  until  Septem- 
ber 1910  to  those  presenting  the  requirements  designated  above 
as  "old  requirements."     Thereafter  it  will  be  open  only  to  those

MATTERS  APPLICABLE  TO  BOTH  COURSES 

SPECIAL  LECTURES 

Many  lectures  are  given  during  each  year  under  the  auspices 
of  the  University  or  of  some  of  its  colleges.  These  are  frequently 
of  special  interest  and  value  to  law  students.  In  addition  several 
special  lectures  will  be  given  by  eminent  lawyers  before  the  Col- 
lege of  Law. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  four-year  course  must  take 
during  the  first  two  years  three  hours  of  physical  training  a  week, 
—the  first  year  in  the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics 
and  the  second  year  either  in  that  Department  or  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Culture  as  they  may  elect.  Candidates  for  a 
degree  in  the  three-year  course  must  take  during  their  first  year 
three  hours  a  week  of  physical  training  and  may  elect  to  take  it 
in  either  Department.  Women  take  all  their  work  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Culture.  Drill  and  physical  training  are  not 
required  of  college  graduates. 
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EXAMINATIONS   A?s'D   CLASS   STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term 
and  papers  are  graded  "excellent,"  "good,"  "pass,"  "condition." 
In  order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  subjects 
in  any  term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pur- 
suing less  than  five  subjects  must  pass  at  least  two  of  them 
(exclusive  in  each  case  of  College  Court  work  and  Brief-Making). 
A  student  having  conditions  in  four  term-subjects  standing 
against  him  at  the  end  of  any  year  cannot  take  examinations  to 
remove  them  unless  he  has,  in  an  equal  number  of  subjects, 
credits  of  the  grade  of  "good"  or  "excellent."  If  he  fails  to  meet 
this  requirement  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  he  must  repeat  that 
year;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he  ceases  to  be  a  candidate 
for  a  degree  with  the  class  in  which  he  is  registered.  A  senior 
who  after  the  September  examination  has  more  than  two  condi- 
tions standing  against  him  will  not  be  considered  a  candidate  for 
graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for 
the  removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time. 

PRACTICE     DEPARTMEXT  * 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  courses  of  study  the  sub- 
ject of  Civil  Procedure  extends  through  three  consecutive  years. 
As  most  students  now  go  directly  from  the  law  school  into  prac- 
tice without  serving  a  preliminary  clerkship  in  a  law  office,  it  has 
become  necessary  for  the  law  school  to  provide  the  instruction  in 
pleading  and  practice  which  formerly  the  student  obtained  during 
his  law  office  clerkship.     To  this  end  one  professor  and  an  in- 

1Rule  VI  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  (taking- 
effect  July  1,  1907),  is  as  follows: 

The  Board  will  divide  the  subjects  of  examination  into  two  groups, 
as  follows :  Group  1,  Pleading  and  Practice  and  Evidence ;  Group  2, 
Substantive  Law.  Each  applicant  will  be  required  to  obtain  not  only 
the  requisite  standard  on  his  entire  paper  but  also  in  Group  1  to  en- 
title him  to  a  certificate  from  the  Board.  If  he  obtains  the  required 
standard  on  his  entire  paper  but  fails  to  obtain  tne  same  in  Group  1, 
he  will  receive  a  pass  card  for  Group  2,  and  will  not  be  required  to  be 
re-examined  therein.  He  will  be  re-examined  in  Group  1  at  any  subse- 
quent examination  for  which  he  gives  notice  as  required  by  these  rules. 
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structor  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  department  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. The  instruction  in  common  law  pleading  and  practice  is 
followed  by  a  careful  study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure which  is  taken  as  a  type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force 
in  most  of  the  states.  Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared 
by  the  students.  These  papers  are  discussed  freely  by  students 
and  professors,  defects  pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essen- 
tials of  a  proper  pleading,  petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  em- 
phasized. The  study  of  the  Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by 
its  practical  application  in  the  preparation  of  procedural  papers. 
The  object  is  to  duplicate,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  work  of  a 
busy  office  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic  development  of  the  whole 
field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes  through  the  hands  of  the 
professor  or  assistant  and  is  carefully  read  and  criticised  before 
being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those  which  present  an 
opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for  argument  and 
discussion  in  the  class-room. 

The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court  held 
by  the  Professor  of  Procedure  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted 
and  defended  and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity 
with  the  procedure  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents 
on  the  whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of 
procedure  than  does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

EQUIPMENT 
Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite 
the  general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by 
58  feet,  built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak, 
and  practically  fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious 
lecture  rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor 
are  the  offices  of  the  several  professors  and  rooms  for  the  use  of 
the  club  courts.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms  with 
accommodations  for  forty  thousand  volumes  and  three  hundred 
readers. 

Law   Library.     The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers 
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about  40,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly. 
It  includes  the  well-known  library  of  the  late  Nathaniel  C.  Moak 
of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  which  was  presented  in  1893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Boardman  and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge 
Douglass  Boardman,  the  first  dean  of  the  College.  In  reports  of 
the  Federal  courts,  reports  of  the  several  American  State  juris- 
dictions, and  in  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian 
reports,  the  law  library  is  practically  complete  to  date.  The 
other  English  speaking  countries  are  largely  represented.  The 
Earl  J.  Bennett  collection  of  Statute  Law,  provided  for  by  the 
gift  of  Earl  J.  Bennett,  LL.B.,  1901,  embraces  about  2600  volumes 
of  the  session  laws  of  all  the  states,  and  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full  complement  of 
text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  substantially  all  law 
periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about 
354,000  volumes  and  53,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  stu- 
dents in  the  same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  open  to  law  students.  It 
is  supplied  with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers,  baths,  lava- 
tories, etc.  The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten  acres, 
Known  as  Percy  Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and  con- 
tests, but  a  new  and  larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus. 
A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  of  Physical  Culture  is  given  all  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endow- 
ment of  $100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean 
Sage  and  William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all 
modern  appliances  for  the  care  of  patients,  is  in  charge  of  a 
trained  nurse,  and  is  open  to  ail  students.  A  small  fee  is  col- 
lected from  students  for  maintenance  of  the  Infirmary,  in  return 
for  which  the  student  is  entitled  to  its  facilities  free  from  other 
charges  for  a  limited  period. 

DEGREE   AND   CERTIFICATES 
Degree.     The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws   (LL.B.)    is   con- 
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ferred  upon  all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements 
and  satisfactorily  completed  all  the  work  of  either  the  three-year 
or  the  four-year  course.  No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except 
after  three  years  of  actual  residence  (or  four  years  if  in  the  four- 
year  course)  unless  .admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  which  case 
one  year  of  law  study  elsewhere  may  be  counted  toward  the  time 
required. 

Certificate  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  reg- 
ular attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or 
not,  may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certifi- 
cate of  attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance,  and, 
if  desired,  the  degree  of  his  attainments.  The  certificate  of  a 
year's  satisfactory  attendance  required  by  Bar  examiners,  implies 
not  only  regular  attendance  upon,  but  the  successful  completion 
of  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction  for  a  full  year  (not  less 
than  twelve  hours  per  wTeek).  Students  in  the  four-year  course 
will  therefore  receive  no  time  certificate  for  the  first  year,  but 
will  after  regular  attendance  and  on  the  successful  completion  of 
that  course  receive  a  time  certificate  for  three  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University 
charter  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award 
annually  as  many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal 
the  number  of  assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at 
present  one  hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the 
holder  to  free  tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to 
six  years  in  certain  cases.  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these 
scholarships,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Education,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  exam- 
ination, held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year, 
eighteen  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each,  are  thrown 
open  to  competition  for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class 
of  the  University,  who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the 
first  degree.  This  competition  is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first- 
year  students  in  the  College  of  Law.    For  a  full  statement  of  the 
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provisions  regulating  the  bestowal  and  tenure  of  these  University- 
Undergraduate  Scholarships,  see  the  University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Doug- 
lass Boardman,  the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually 
in  June  to  the  junior  who,  during  the  preceding  two  years,  has,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  done  the  most  satisfactory  work  in 
the  College  of  Law.1  It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and 
is  payable  in  the  same  way  as  other  University  scholarships.  This 
scholarship  may  be  forfeited  in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that 
the  holder  has  not  maintained  a  high  standard  of  work,  or  has 
been  guilty  of  any  conduct  unbecoming  the  holder  of  such  a 
sch6larship. 

University  Prizes. — The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established 
by  Hon.  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  Eng- 
lish oration,  both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account. 
Any  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a 
competitor  provided  he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  Uni- 
versity Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded 
annually  in  May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation 
the  following  year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already 
taken  a  degree. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  Uni- 
versity Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate. 
Any  undergraduate  in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize. 

The  Guilford  Prize  Essay.  A  prize  founded  by  the  late  James 
B.  Guilford  to  promote  "a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  English 
prose  composition."    Open  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  Sherman-Bennett  Prize.  A  prize  founded  by  Philo  Sher- 
man-Bennett for  "the  best  essay  discussing  the  principles  of  free 
government."    Open  to  undergraduates. 

1  Awarded  for  1908-1909   to   James   Prentice  Hewitt,   Lewiston.

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $100  a  year,  payable,  $55  at  the  beginning  of 
the  first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The 
fee  for  special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable,  $70  at  the 
oeginning  of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
term. 

Tuition  is  jree  to  students  with  state  scholar  ships. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  is  charged  all  students  on  first 
entering  the  University. 

A  fee  of  $10  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree,  etc.,  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree.  This  fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement. 

Expenses.  The  following  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  yearly 
expenses:

The  additional  expenses  of  a  student  depend  so  largely  upon 
his  personal  tastes  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  an  estimate. 

The  expense  of  living  in  Ithaca  varies,  for  board,  room,  fuel 
and  lights,  from  $4  to  $10  a  week.  By  the  formation  of  clubs, 
students  often  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

The  Rules  governing  the  subject  of  admission  to  the  New 
York  bar  with  dates  of  holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  F.  M.  Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-42 
Bensen  Building,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  is 
either  (1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university  or  (2)  the 
filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law 
student  certificate. 

The  Regents'  Law  Student  Certificate  is  granted  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  passing  the  Regents' 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects:  Advanced  English  Eng- 
lish Composition,  First-Year  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry 
English  History,  United  States  History,  Civics,  and  Economics' 
or,  if  these  specific  subjects  are  not  offered,  any  36  (4o  new  count 
system)  academic  counts.  The  Regents  may  accept  in  lieu  of 
examinations  evidence  of  one  year's  satisfactory  work  in  a  col- 
lege or  four  years'  in  a  high  school  or  academy  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  standard. 

All  students  (not  graduates  of  a  college  or  university)  in- 
tending to  take  the  New  York  bar  examinations  should  procure 
this  certificate  and  file  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
before  beginning  the  study  of  law,  or  within  one  year  thereafter,

three  years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
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Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  thirty- 
two  school  weeks  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of  law  study.  Such 
attendance  for  less  than  thirty-two  school  weeks  counts  only  the 
actual  time  of  attendance.  Three  months  of  law  school  vacation 
spent  in  the  actual  service  of  a  law  office  clerkship,  in  this  State, 
no  part  of  which  is  taken  for  vacation  from  the  office,  may  be 
counted  toward  the  required  period  of  law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  can- 
not be  completed  in  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the 
year  may  be  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire 
twelve  months  must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required 
period  of  law  study  in  an  office  can  be  counted.  The  service  of 
such  clerkship  must  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  attorney 
with  whom  it  was  served  to  the  effect  that  during  the  entire 
period  of  such  clerkship,  except  during  the  stated  vacation  time, 
the  applicant  was  actually  employed  by  said  attorney  as  a  regular 
law  clerk  aud  student  in  his  office,  and,  under  his  direction  and 
advice,  engaged  in  the  practical  work  of  the  office  during  the 
usual  business  hours  of  the  day. 

The  Place  of  Study  may  be  either  (1)  at  a  law  school  in  this 
State  or  elsewhere,  or  (2)  in  a  law  office  within  this  State.  Time 
spent  in  the  service  of  a  clerkship  in  a  law  office  outside  the  State 
cannot  be  counted  toward  making  the  required  period  of  law 
study.  The  rules  no  longer  require  any  service  of  office  clerkship 
before  admission  to  the  bar. 

Law  study  by  service  of  office  clerkship  counts  only  from  the 
date  of  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  attorney's 
certificate  of  the  commencement  of  the  clerkship  in  his  office.  No 
papers  need  be  filed  to  fix  the  date  of  commencing  law  study  by 
law  school  attendance.  But  the  non-graduate  of  a  college  or  uni- 
versity cannot  count  law  study  in  either  law  school  or  law  office 
for  more  than  one  year  before  the  completion  of  the  Regents' 
examination  for  the  Regents'  law  student  certificate,  or  the  com- 
pletion of  equivalent  school  work  upon  which  such  certificate  is 
issued. 

Examinations  for  Admission  to  the  Bar  are  held  by  the  State 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners  at  various  times  and  places  which  may 
be  ascertained  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  college  year  for  1910-1911  begins  Tuesday,  September  27,  1910, 
and  closes  Thursday,  June  22,  191 1,  and  is  divided  into  two  terms 
with  an  intermission  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas  and  a  brief 
recess  at  the  middle  of  the  second  term.  Students  should  present 
themselves  promptly  for  registration  on  the  dates  fixed  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  calendar.  Permits  for  late  registration  will  be  granted 
only  for  the  most  urgent  reasons. 

TWO  COURSES 

The  preparation  afforded  by  high  schools  and  academies  is  generally 
not  an  adequate  foundation  for  professional  study.  This  has  been 
shown  by  experience  and  is  now  recognized  by  those  most  interested 
in  legal  education.  The  College,  therefore,  offers  two  courses  of  in- 
struction, one  extending  through  four  years  and  the  other  through 
three  years.  The  four-year  course  is  designed  primarily  for  those 
students  who  have  only  the  preparation  afforded  by  high  schools  and 
preparatory  schools.  The  first  year  of  this  course  consists  almost 
entirely  of  studies  pursued  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  It 
includes  a  single  law  subject,  Torts.  Of  the  subjects  in  Arts  and 
Sciences  two  are  prescribed,  the  remainder  are  elected  by  the  student, 
but  his  elections  must  be  made  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Law.  A  year  of  carefully  selected  college 
work  is  thus  afforded  preliminary  to  general  professional  study.  The 
three-year  course  is  designed  primarily  for  college  graduates  and  those 
who  have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  college  work,  and  beginning 
in  September  191 1  will  be  open  only  to  such  students.  It  includes 
only  law  subjects,  with  a  limited  opportunity  for  electing  subjects  in 
Arts  and  Sciences.  Until  September  191 1  it  will  remain  open  to  those 
presenting  the  entrance  requirements  for  the  four-year  course,  but 
students  who  have  not  had  at  least  two  years  of  college  work  are 
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strongly  advised  to  take  the  four-year  course.  Both  courses  include 
the  same  law  subjects,  and  both  are  designed  to  afford  a  thorough 
training  m  the  principles  of  Anglo- American  law,  both  in  the  sub- 
stantive law  and  the  law  of  procedure. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

Admission  to  the  First  Year  Class.  Applicants  for  admission  to 
the  first-year  class  of  the  four-year  course  must  be  at  least  seventeen 
years  of  age,  to  the  three-year  course  eighteen  years  of  age.  A  certifi- 
cate of  good  moral  character  should  accompany  all  applications  for 
admission  and  students  who  have  attended  other  colleges  or  universi 
ties  must  present  an  honorable  dismissal.  The  educational  require- 
ments may  be  satisfied  by  the  presentation  of  certificates,  or  by  ex- 
amination.

In  September 
i9ii  and  thereafter  applicants  for  admisson  to  the  three-year  course 
must  present  C. 

Certificates.  College,  Regents'  and  school  certificates  or  diplomas 
may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  examinations  in  entrance  subjects.  Regents' 
certificates  in  English  must  cover  the  following  subjects  :  first-year 
English,  second-year  English,  third-year  English,  fourth-year  English. 
Applications  for  admission  on  a  diploma  or  certificate  issued  by  a 
public  or  private  high  school  or  academy  must  be  sent  in  advance  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  principal  of  the  school  issuing 
the  diploma  and  not  by  the  candidate  himself,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  full  and  specific  information  with  regard  to  the  course  of 
study,  the  time  given  to  each  subject  and  the  amount  of  work  covered 
in  each  subject.  When  a  catalogue  or  circular  is  issued  by  the  school 
this  should  also  be  filed  with  the  application.  Blank  forms  of  certifi- 
cate may  be  obtained  of  the  Registrar. 

Applicants  for  admission  on  diploma  or  certificate  who  for  any 
reason  submit  themselves  to  examination  in  any  subject  required  for 
admission  on  examination  and  fail  or  are  conditioned,  will  not  be  re- 
garded as  in  full  standing  until  such  deficiency  is  made  good  ;  and  no 
one  taking  the  examination  in  English  and  found  seriously  deficient 
will  be  admitted. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing.  Applicants  for  admission  to  ad- 
vanced standing  as  members  of  the  second-year  class  of  either  course 
must  be  one  year  older  than  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class  of 
that  course,  must  meet  the  educational  requirements  specified  for  ad- 
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mission  to  the  first-year  class,   and  mnst   before  admission   to   the 
Admission  as  Special  Students.

MATTERS  APPLICABLE  TO  BOTH  COURSES 

SPECIAL   LECTURES 
Many  lectures  are  given  during  each  year  under  the  auspices  of  the 
University  or  of  some  of  its  colleges.     These  are  frequently  of  special 
interest  and  value  to  law  students.     In  addition  several  special  lectures 
will  be  given  by  eminent  lawyers  before  the  College  of  Law. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 
Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  four-year  course  must  take  during 
the  first  two  years  three  hours  of  physical  training  a  week,— the  first 
year  in  the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  and  the  second 
year  either  in  that  Department  or  in  the  Department  of  Physical 
Culture  as  they  may  elect.     Candidates  for  a  degree  in  the  three-year 
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course  must  take  during  their  first  year  three  hours  a  week  of  physical 
training  and  may  elect  to  take  it  in  either  Department.  Women  take 
all  their  work  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture.  Drill  and 
physical  training  are  not  required  of  college  graduates. 

EXAMINATIONS    AND    CLASS   STANDING 

Examinations  are  held  twice  a  year  at  the  end  of  the  term  and 
papers  are  graded  "excellent,"  "good,"  "pass,"  "condition."  In 
order  to  remain  in  the  College  a  student  pursuing  five  subjects  in  any 
term  must  pass  at  least  three  of  them,  and  a  student  pursuing  less 
than  five  subjects  must  pass  at  least  two  of  them  (exclusive  in  each 
case  of  College  Court  work  and  Brief-Making).  A  student  having 
conditions  in  four  term-subjects  standing  against  him  at  the  end  of 
any  year  cannot  take  examinations  to  remove  them  unless  he  has,  in 
an  equal  number  of  subjects,  credits  of  the  grade  of  "  good  "  or  "  ex- 
cellent." If  he  fails  to  meet  this  requirement  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year  he  must  repeat  that  year  ;  if  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he 
ceases  to  be  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  the  class  in  which  he  is 
registered.  A  senior  who  after  the  September  examination  has  more 
than  two  conditions  standing  against  him  will  not  be  considered  a 
candidate  for  graduation  in  that  year. 

Irregular  attendance  or  neglect  of  work  is  sufficient  cause  for  the 
removal  of  a  student  from  the  College  at  any  time,  and  a  student  may 
be  excluded  from  any  examination  because  of  irregular  attendance  or 
neglect  of  work  in  the  course  in  which  the  examination  is  given. 

PRACTICE   DEPARTMENT1 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Faculty  that  this  department  presents  on  the 
whole  a  better  opportunity  for  the  systematic  study  of  procedure  than 
does  the  ordinary  law  office. 

i  Rule  VI  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  (taking  effect  July  i, 
1907),  is  as  follows  : 

The  Board  will  divide  the  subjects  of  examination  into  two  groups,  as  follows  : 
Group  1,  Pleading  and  Practice  and  Evidence  ;  Group  2,  Substantive  Law.  Each 
applicant  will  be  required  to  obtain  not  only  the  requisite  standard  on  his  entire 
paper  but  also  in  Group  1  to  entitle  him  to  a  certificate  from  the  Board.  If  he  ob- 
tains the  required  standard  on  his  entire  paper  but  fails  to  obtain  the  same  in 
Group  1,  he  will  receive  a  pass  card  for  Group  2,  and  will  not  be  required  to  be  re- 
examined therein.  He  will  be  re-examined  in  Group  1  at  any  subsequent  ex- 
amination for  which  he  gives  notice  as  required  by  these  rules. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  courses  of  study  the  subject  of 
Civil  Procedure  extends  through  three  consecutive  years.  The 
instruction  in  common  law  pleading  and  practice  is  followed  by 
a  careful  study  of  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  is 
taken  as  a  type  of  the  reformed  procedure  in  force  in  most  of  the 
states.  Pleadings  and  motion  papers  are  prepared  by  the  students. 
These  papers  are  discussed  freely  by  students  and  professors,  defects 
pointed  out  and  remedied,  and  the  essentials  of  a  proper  pleading, 
petition  or  other  paper  stated  and  emphasized.  The  study  of  the 
Code  is  accompanied  throughout  by  its  practical  application  in  the 
preparation  of  procedural  papers.  The  object  is  to  duplicate  as  far 
as  practicable,  the  work  of  a  busy  office,  but  to  do  it  by  a  systematic 
development  of  the  whole  field  of  practice.  Every  paper  passes 
through  the  hands  of  the  professor  and  is  carefully  read  and  criticised 
before  being  returned  to  the  student,  while  those  which  present  an 
opportunity  for  general  criticism  are  taken  up  for  argument  and  dis- 
cussion in  the  class-room. 

The  College  Court  of  the  Senior  Year  is  a  practice  court  held  by  the 
Professor  of  Procedure,  before  whom  cases  are  prosecuted  and  defended 
and  motions  and  demurrers  argued,  in  conformity  with  the  procedure 
m  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

EQUIPMENT 

Boardman  Hall.  Boardman  Hall  is  situated  directly  opposite  the 
general  library  building  and  was  erected  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
College  of  Law.  It  is  a  large  three-story  structure,  202  by  58  feet 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  with  interior  finish  of  oak,  and  is  prac- 
tically fire-proof.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  commodious  lecture 
rooms  and  necessary  cloak  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices 
of  the  several  professors.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  library  rooms 
with  accommodations  for  over  forty  thousand  volumes  and  three 
hundred  readers. 

Law  Library.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Law  numbers  about 
41,000  volumes  to  which  generous  additions  are  made  yearly  It  in 
eludes   the   well-known  library  of  the  late   Nathaniel    C.    Moak   of 

TT/'  N^y*'  WhlCh  WES  Presented  in  l893,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boardman 
and  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams,  as  a  memorial  to  Judge  Douglass  Board- 
man,  the  first  dean  of  the  College.     In  reports  of  the  Federal  courts 
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reports  of  the  several  American  State  jurisdictions,  and  in  English, 
Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian  and  Australian  reports,  the  law  library  is 
practically  complete  to  date.  The  other  English  speaking  countries 
are  largely  represented.  The  Earl  J.  Bennett  collection  of  Statute 
Law,  provided  for  by  the  gift  of  Earl  J.  Bennett,  LL.B.,  1901,  embraces 
about  2800  volumes  of  the  session  laws  of  all  the  states,  and  is  rapidly 
approaching  completion.  The  library  also  possesses  a  full  comple- 
ment of  text-books  and  statutes,  and  complete  sets  of  substantially 
all  law  periodicals  in  English. 

General  Library.  The  University  library,  containing  about  370,000 
volumes  and  55,000  pamphlets,  is  accessible  to  law  students  in  the 
same  way  as  to  students  in  other  departments. 

Gymnasium.  The  University  gymnasium,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture,  is  open  to  law  students.  It  is  sup- 
plied with  apparatus,  dressing  rooms,  lockers,  baths,  lavatories,  etc. 
The  University  athletic  ground  of  nearly  ten  acres,  known  as  Percy 
Field,  is  now  used  for  outdoor  games  and  contests,  but  a  new  and 
larger  field  is  being  prepared  on  the  campus.  A  physical  examination 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Physical  Culture 
is  given  all  students  of  the  University. 

Cornell  Infirmary.  The  Infirmary,  together  with  an  endowment  of 
$100,000,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  1897,  by  Dean  Sage  and 
William  H.  Sage.  The  building  is  equipped  with  all  modern  ap- 
pliances for  the  care  of  patients,  has  a  staff  of  trained  nurses,. and 
is  open  to  all  students.  A  small  fee  is  collected  from  students  for 
maintenance  of  the  Infirmary,  in  return  for  which  the  student  is 
entitled  to  its  facilities  free  from  other  charges  for  a  limited  period. 

DEGREE  AND  CERTIFICATES 

Degree.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B. )  is  conferred  upon 
all  students  who  have  met  the  entrance  requirements  and  satisfactorily 
completed  all  the  work  of  either  the  three-year  or  the  four-year  course. 
No  student  is  allowed  to  graduate  except  after  three  years  of  actual 
residence  (or  four  years  if  in  the  four-year  course)  unless  admitted  to 
advanced  standing,  in  which  case  one  year  of  law  study  elsewhere 
may  be  counted  toward  the  time  required. 
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Certificate  of  Attendance.  Each  student  who  has  been  in  regular 
attendance  upon  the  College,  whether  entitled  to  a  degree  or  not 
may,  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  receive  an  official  certificate  of 
attendance,  which  states  the  time  of  his  attendance,  and  if  desired 
the  degree  of  his  attainments.  The  certificate  of  a  year's  satisfactory 
attendance  required  by  the  Bar  examiners,  implies  not  only  regular 
attendance  upon,  but  the  successful  completion  of  the  prescribed 
course  of  instruction  for  a  full  year  (not  less  than  twelve  hours  per 
week).  Students  in  the  four-year  course  will  therefore  receive  no 
time  certificate  for  the  first  year,  but  will  after  regular  attendance 
and  on  the  successful  completion  of  that  course  receive  a  time 
certificate  for  the  required  three  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES 

State  Scholarships.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  University  charter 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  empowered  to  award  annually  as 
many  free  scholarships  in  Cornell  University  as  equal  the  number  of 
assembly  districts  in  the  State.  This  number  is  at  present  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free 
tuition  for  four  years  which  may  be  extended  to  six  years  in  certain 
cases  For  particulars  in  regard  to  these  scholarships  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Commisssioner  of  Education,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

University  Undergraduate  Scholarships.  At  a  special  examination 
held  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  each  year,  eighteen  scholar- 
ships of  the  annual  value  of  $200  each  are  thrown  open  to  competi- 
tion for  all  members  entering  the  first-year  class  of  the  University 
who  are  registered  in  courses  leading  to  the  first  degree.  This  com- 
petition is  open,  under  the  rules,  to  first-year  students  in  the  College 
of  Law.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions  regulating  the  bestowal 
and  tenure  of  these  University  Undergraduate  Scholarships,  see  the 
University  Register. 

Boardman  Senior  Law  Scholarship.  A  Senior  Law  Scholarship  of 
the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  gift  of  Judge  Douglass  Boardman, 
the  first  Dean  of  the  College,  is  awarded  annually  in  June  to  the 
junior  who  has,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  done  the  best  and 
most  satisfactory  work  in  law  subjects  to  the  end  of  his  junior  conrse.  > 
1  Awarded  for  i909-,9,0  to  DeWitte  B.  Wyckoff,  Buffalo. 
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It  is  available  during  the  senior  year  and  is  payable  in  the  same  way 
as  other  University  scholarships.  This  scholarship  may  be  forfeited 
in  case  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  that  the  holder  has  not  maintained  a 
high  standard  of  work,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  conduct  unbecoming 
the  holder  of  such  a  scholarship. 
'University  Prizes.—  The  Woodford  Prize.  A  prize  established  by 
Hon  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  consisting  of  a  gold  medal  of  the  value 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  given  annually  for  the  best  English  oration, 
both  matter  and  manner  being  taken  into  account.  Any  member  of 
the  graduating  class  of  the  University  may  be  a  competitor  provided 
he  has  not  already  taken  a  first  degree. 

The  '86  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '86  for  excellence  in  public  speaking  is  awarded  annually  in 
May.  Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  the  following 
year  is  eligible  to  compete  unless  he  has  already  taken  a  degree. 

The  '94  Memorial  Prize.  A  prize  established  by  the  University 
Class  of  '94  is  awarded  each  year  for  excellence  in  debate.  Any 
undergraduate  in  the  University  may  compete  for  this  prize. 

The  Guilford  Prize  Essay.  A  prize  founded  by  the  late  James  B. 
Guilford  to  promote  "a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  English  prose 
composition. ' '     Open  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  Sherman-Bennett  Prize.  A  prize  founded  by  Philo  Sherman- 
Bennett  for  "the  best  essay  discussing  the  principles  of  free  govern- 
ment. ' '     Open  to  undergraduates. 

(A  special  pamphlet  on  prizes  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar 
of  the  University. ) 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

Tuition  Fees.  The  fee  for  tuition  for  all  law  students,  except 
special  students,  is  $ioo  a  year,  payable  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term  and  $45  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  The  fee  for 
special  students  in  law  is  $125  a  year,  payable  $70  at  the  beginning 
of  the  first  term  and  $55  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  with  state  scholarships. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5  is  charged  all  students  on  first  entering 
the  University. 
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A  fee  of  $10  to  cover  expenses  of  graduation,  degree  etc  is 
charged  to  each  person  taking  the  baccalaureate  degree  'This' fee 
must  be  paid  at  least  ten  days  before  commencement.

APPENDIX  A 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  NEW  YORK  BAR 


The  Rules  governing  the  subject  of  admission  to  the  New  York  bar 
with  dates  of  holding  bar  examinations,  may  be  obtained  on  applica- 
tion to  F.  M.  Danaher,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  41-42  Bensen  Building, 
Albany,  N.  Y. 

The  Evidence  of  Preliminary  General  Education  required  is  either 
(1)  graduation  from  a  college  or  university,  or  (2)  the  filing  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  a  Regents'  law  student  certificate. 

The  Regents'  Law  Student  Certificate  is  granted  by  the  Regents 
of  the  State  of  New  York  upon  passing  the  Regents'  examinations  in 
the  following  subjects  :  English,  three  years  ;  Mathematics,  two  years  ; 
Latin,  two  years  ;  Science,  one  year  ;  History,  two  years,  or  in  their 
substantial  equivalents  as  defined  by  the  rules  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  Regents  may  accept  in  lieu  of  examinations 
evidence  of  one  year's  satisfactory  work  in  a  college  or  four  years  in 
a  high  school  or  academy  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard,  or  a 
Regents'  diploma. 

All  students  (not  graduates  of  a  college  or  university)  intending  to 
take  the  New  York  bar  examinations  should  procure  this  certificate 
and  file  it  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  before  beginning 
the  study  of  law.     The  clerk's  fee  for  filing  and  returning  a  certified 

copy  is  one  dollar. 

The  Period  of  Study  Required  is  (a)  two  years  after  graduation  for 

graduates  of  a  college  or  university  and   (b)  three  full  years  for  all 

others  ;  but   time   spent  in   the   study  of   law  before  the  student  is 

eighteen  years  of  age  cannot  be  counted  in  either  case. 

A  college  graduate  must  study  law  either  (a)  for  two  years  after 

graduation  or  (b)  for  three  years  altogether  before  he  can  be  admitted. 
A  non-graduate  of  a  university  or  college  must  study  law  for  three 

years  before  he  can  be  admitted. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  law  school  year  of  thirty-two 

school  weeks  or  more,  counts  as  one  year  of   law   study   provided 

attendance  is  required  upon  at  least  twelve  hours  per  week  of  recita- 
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lions  or  lectures  given  by  regular  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
provided  the  student  successfully  completes  such  work.  Such  at- 
tendance for  less  than  thirty-two  school  weeks  counts  only  the  actual 
.me  of  attendance  Three  months  of  law  school  vacation  spenTn 
the  actual  service  of  a  law  office  clerkship,  in  this  State,  no  part  of 
whIchis  taken  for  vacation  from  the  office,  may  be  counted  Toward 
the  required  period  of  law  study. 

A  year  of  law  study  by  the  service  of  an  office  clerkship  cannot  be 
completed  ,n  less  than  an  actual  year.  Two  months  in  the  vear  may 
he  taken  as  vacation  from  the  office,  but  an  entire  twelve  months 
must  actually  expire  before  a  year  of  the  required  period  of  law  study
